The absurd contention that the Argentine Republic 
and Brazil are paving the way to national bankruptcy 
by building up a small navy is completely answered in 
the May American Review of Reviews by Adachi Kin- 
nosuke, a Japanese editor, who in explaining the financial 
condition of the Island Kingdom shows that after spend- 
ing $850,000,000 in the Russian war Japan is able to 
maintain “the third greatest navy in the world and also 
to maintain an army four times as large as that of the 
United States.” All this is done, besides vast expendi- 
tures for internal improvements, although the foreign 
trade of Japan is $140,956,000 less than that of the 
Argentine Republic. One of the surprising things about 
the money status of the Island Kingdom is that since 
1878 the national debt has increased from $33,000,000 
to more than $1,120,565,000, or about $36,000,000 a 
year. The first big increase came in 1879. when public 
loan bonds to the amount of nearly $100,000,000 were 
issued. The second great jump came with the Chinese 
war, which raised the debt to more than two hundred 
millions of dollars, and then the Russian war strained 
the borrowing capacity of the country to the utmost. In 
1908 Japan spent $144,189,188 for her army and navy. 
Since the Chinese war, that is, between April 1, 1895, and 
March 1, 1909, $376,985,088 was spent on the army and 
$313,443,440 on the navy. Within fourteen years, for 
ihe purposes of national defense, the empire has spent 
a grand total of $689,428,528, in this amount not a cent 
of the expense for the Russian war being included. An- 
swering the question how Japan can manage to pay her 
bills, Mr. Kinnosuke says that the greatest asset of the 
empire is the patriotism of the people. Sacrifices are 
asked of the masses and cheerfully made, which in other 
countries would cause revolutions. The people are giving 
up about thirty per cent. of their net incomes every day, 
without saying a word about it. This cheerfulness of 
sacrifice is due to the Japanese glorification of the state, 
which in the public imagination is greater than all the 
gods. The eight million gods, are earicatured without 
any scruples, but not for a moment would a caricature 
of the Emperor be tolerated. 


To P. J. Farrell, of Chicago, commander-in-chief of 
the “Army of the Philippines,” and others with simi- 
lar ideas as to the use of the national flag on school- 
houses, we would recommend the reading of a paragraph 
in the ArMy AND Navy JourNat of June 20, 1908, page 
1147, on the protest of J. N. Larned, of Buffalo, N.Y., 
against the too frequent raising of the flag over school 
buildings. Mr. Farrell has issued a general order, urging 
the officers of each local camp to request their school 
officials to pay more attention to the honors due to the 
national flag. The order suggests the appointment of 
a color guard in each school which shall raise and lower 
the flag at the beginning and closing of the school day, 
with the teachers and children standing during the cere- 
mony. This would tend to put the flag under proper 
care, and prevent a not infrequent practice of leaving 
Old Glory on the staff till it is turned into a torn, sooty 
rag by wind and weather. ‘The contention of Mr. Larned 
is that the daily raising of the flag tends to cheapen the 
emblem in the eyes of the children. “Being seen every 
day as a matter of course,” he says, “it is not in reality 
seen at all.” He mentions a Buffalo principal who, be- 
fore the daily raising of the flag was made obligatory 
by law, used to display the banner only on important 
anniversaries. The effect of this occasional exhibition 
was in the highest degree beneficial to the young minds. 
When the children would catch sight of the flag they 
would be eager to learn the occasion for its appearance, 
and their minds were thus quickened to receive a use- 
ful lesson in history given by a brief talk on the event 





thus commemorated. Believing that the power to in- 
terest juvenile minds in anniversaries has been lost as 
expectant curiosity has not been stirred, Mr. Larned 
favors an amendment to the law limiting the display of 
the flag to prescribed anniversaries. Recently in a New 
Jersey city the pupils refused to go into the schoolhouse 
until the flag which had been blown from its support was 
raised above the building. This shows that in one school, 
at least, familiarity had not bred contempt. Many stu- 
dents would warmly dissent from the position taken by 
the Buffalonian and insist that a symbol of the power 
and majesty of a great nation loses none of its effec- 
tiveness as a stimulus to patriotism by being flown all 
day over a park or over a city hall. 
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To officers of the Services we would suggest that in 
their pleasure travels they include the Panama Canal in 
their itinerary. As an English scientist has said, this is 
the scene of the most stupendous activity on the planet, 
so much sc that after visiting it all other places seem 
only half-alive, and one longs to be there again, to feel 
his blood quickened by that spectacle of skill and organi- 
zation. In a few years the canal will be finished and 
then it will be scmething to be able to say that one had 
seen it in the building. Journeys to the Pyramids are 
taken for the sake of viewing a work of man that is 
insignificant in comparison with what is going on in 
Panama. This English traveler thinks it strange indeed 
that hardly any American visitor is drawn to the canal 
except for business. Since the work is being carried on 
under Army supervision it should appeal especially to 
officers of our Services, and they could do much to in- 
crease interest in the huge undertaking by the reports 
which they could bring back to the States. The hotel ac- 
commodations are ample thus far, and would no doubt 
increase to meet whatever augmentation of travel would 
develop. The climate, as a result of the work of Army 
sanitarians, is nc longer an excuse for avoiding the 
Isthmus. The tide of travel is often largely determined 
by the advertising given to particular places by steamship 
lbnes, and perhaps because the steamships running to 
Cclon have not dune much to call attention to the canal 
as one of the wonders of the world, little curiosity has 
been awakened. The Hamburg-American Steamship 
Company informs us it carried approximately 1,000 tour- 
ists to the Isthmus during the last winter. Travel by 
rail from Colon to Panama can be arranged with the 
Panama R.R. Company even for shiploads of passengers. 
On her two cruises which included the Isthmus, the 8.8. 
Oceanic of the Hamburg line carried 670 passenges, and 
all of these were carried on a special train from Colon 
to Panama by special arrangement with the Panama rail- 
road company. So convinced is that steamship company 
of the completeness of the sanitary work of the medical 
officers of the Army in the Canal Zone that it points 
out that the trip can be taken during the summer months 
with pleasure and no risks whatever to the health.

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We have always said that men who know what the 
armies of the world are doing for peace are capable of 
giving striking lessons to those dreamy, hopeful souls 
who insist that the only way to bring about peace is to 
abolish armies and navies, in the belief, perhaps, that the 
way to abolish burglary and murder is to abolish the 
police and leave one’s windows and doors wide open at 
night. A defenseless country always invites the attack 
of a more powerful neighbor. No one understands this 
better than Count von Bernstoff, German Ambassador at 
Washington. Speaking at the Peace Congress at Chicago 
on May 5 he said: “Our government and people heartily 
sympathize with the idea of submitting such questions 
to arbitration which do not involve national honor and 
vital national interests. Our armaments are measured 
solely by our own defense requirements for the purpose of 
the protection of our commerce and coasts. Incidentally 
I may mention that we will in 1912 have ten Dread- 
noughts and three Invincibles, and not seventeen or 
twenty-five Dreadnoughts, as was wrongfully stated.” 
Then he spoke of the cosmopolitan, idealistic and un- 
practical Germany of the eighteenth century, aroused to 
indignation by the humiliation and misery it suffered a 
hundred years ago when it had to submit to the First 
Napoleon’s yoke. “Such,” he said, “was the birthday of 
the present German army, or to use the more correct 
expression, of the German nation in arms. Since that 
day no foreign army has ever set its foot on German 
soil, and a prosperity is reigning in all classes of the 
German people, which would have seemed incredible to 
our forefathers, because they were always subject to en- 
croachments of their powerful neighbors. I often hear 
our Emperor spoken of in this country as a war lord. 
You must, however, not forget that, although he has 
reigned for twenty-one years at the head of the strongest 
army of the world, he never made war. Our armaments 
are intended to preserve peace for our own people, and 
so far as possible to prevent war from breaking out in 
other parts of the world where we have interests to pro- 
tect. Only a short time ago the Balkan question brought 
Europe to the verge of war. Peace was preserved chiefly 
on account of the fact, that the whole power of Germany 
was thrown on the scale of peace.” Taking the remarks 
of Gen. Frederick D. Grant at the Chicago Peace Con- 
gress for his theme, Bishop Samuel Fallows said: ‘The 
soldier, as General Grant has stated, does not originate 
war. He may be the most strenuous advocate of peace. 
The cause of universal peace will not be advanced by de- 
riding the soldier’s bravery. All the world loves a hero, 
and will continue to love him. General disarmament is 
a consummation devoutly to be wished. But it would be 





suicide for any one nation to disarm while the other na- 
tions are multiplying armaments of war. It will be a 
paradox for the United States to multiply ships of war 
and coast defenses while its mission is clearly to bring 
peace to the world. But the paradox is no greater than 
that contained in the words of Christ. We are ready 
as a people to take the lead in disarmament, but until 
the nations are ready to follow we will have a navy that 
will proportionately match that of any other power on 
the globe.”

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The idea that a few days’ training will make a volun- 
teer the equal of a Regular soldier, we thought, after the 
repeated admonitions of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
and the unfortunate experiences of the Spanish War, not 
to go back as far as the Civil War, had been banished 
from the minds of those who are in a position and as- 
sume to mold public opinion, yet we find that the belief 
is dying harder than we thought. After returning from 
killing lions and hippopotami in Africa we trust that 
Theodore Roosevelt will stray through the jungles of the 
Outlook office and take several pot shots at that conceit 
which still flourishes in the sanctum of the Rev. Dr. 
Lyman Abbott, as is shown by this reference to the re- 
organization of England's citizen army: “Every man of 
the new force must be trained for at least eight days 
annually, The training may be extended to fifteen days; 
and when the force is’ called out for service within the 
Kingdom discipline is practically the same as in the 
Regular Army.” ‘This striking misstatement as to the 
effect of military training on the civilian singularly 
enough appeared in the issue in which Mr. Roosevelt as- 
sumed the editorial chair in the Outlook office. We can 
only suppose that the ex-President was so busy thinking 
about the big game he was soon to tackle in the jungles 
that he overlooked it, or that it never came under his 
eye. If by “discipline” the Ouilook meant the system 
of instruction rather than the result of it,, as shown in 
Cbedience, alacrity, ete., then our criticism may not be 
so much“to the point, but it is worth while reminding 
our contemporaries that discourse on military subjects 
that the public is easily hoodwinked into an erroneous 
idea of the futility of long preparation for war and that 
no words should be used which might lead them stil] 
further astray or tend to perpetuate the old fatuous 
belief in the ability of an “aroused people” to spring 
effectively to arms on the call of danger. 


Accompanying a poetic contribution to the Hawaiian 
Star of Honolulu, bewailing the alleged unfitness of the 
food at Camp Very, H.I., comes the suggestion from a 
member of the Marine Corps that two men of each com- 
pany report each week whether the men are satisfied 
with the meals. The men could be selected from the 
ranks in alphabetical order, interchanging each week. 
The duty of these men should also be to Jet the wishes of 
the men as to their future diet be known, and to pre- 
pare a weekly bill of fare, one week ahead of time, to 
be approved by the €C.0. The poem has despairing 
lines like the following: ‘Hash for breakfast, hash for 
dinner, hash for supper, too. Next morn we get a dish 
piled up, With what they call hash stew.” We ean’t 
quite see why two men should be favored for this task 
any more than one or three, and we should like to see 
the condition of that “eommittee on grub” after sey- 
eral weeks’ work in trying to strike an average of the 
gastronomic yearnings of a company of healthy soldiers. 
We remember an experience once in a restaurant at 
Versailles, France, when we were the only one of a 
party of eighteen Americans able to speak French. It 
fell upon us to ascertain what each man wished and to 
communicate with the waiters. The better part of an 
hour was spent in getting that A la carte dinner started 
and we never suffered more at a meal except, perhaps, 
while waiting through a banquet when booked to speak 
on an uncongenial theme. 








Who would have imagined ten years ago that the Philip- 
pines would be claiming a world’s health record before 
a decade had passed, but in reading the annual 1908 re- 
port of the Bureau of Health of the archipelago we find 
that Director Heiser takes pride in the 1,686,767 persons 
vaccinated in the twelve months, of which medical feat 
he says: “It is believed that in no other country has 
so large a percentage of the population been vaccinated 
in the same length of time.” The cost of vaccination 
is three times less than formerly. Army surgeons who 
recall their early struggles with small-pox in the islands 
will not be sorry to see how effectively is being carried 
on the work which they so splendidly and self-sacrificingly 
inaugurated. In the provinces near Manila, which rep- 
resent a population of about a million. there used to be 
about 6,000 or more deaths from small-pox annually. In 
the calendar year of 1907-1908, after vaccination was 
completed, not one death occurred there from small-pox. 
While many cities in Japan and other Oriental countries 
were having more than 500 cases of small-pox a week, 
the city of Manila had only a few cases. 





Col. John T. Van Orsdale, 17th U.S. Inf., who com- 
mands at Fort McPherson, is justly proud of the march- 
ing ability of the 3d Battalion of his command, which, 
it is believed, holds the sixteen-mile record for marching 
in the Army. The 3d Battalion in its march from Waco 
to Fort McPherson, in heavy marching order, completed 
cae last sixteen miles of the trip in just a fraction over 
three hours. The battalion finished in good condition. 
Not a man dropped out and none seemed in distress, 
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When a packer in a big iron works of New York city 
was selected on May 5 as a juror in the Court of General 
Sessions his foreman threatened him with discharge. The 
foreman was summoned to court and tried to palliate his 
offense by asserting that he merely had said he would 
put another man in the juror’s place while he was on 
the jury and, if he proved satisfactory, would keep him. 
Judge Warren W. Foster severely rebuked the foreman, 
saying that his statement was equivalent to a threat, and 
announced that if he took the job away from the juror 
he would punish him for contempt of court. It is un- 
fortunate that similar severity is not visited upon em- 
ployers who refuse to let their employees off to do their 
required duty in the National Guard. With trade unions 
trying to discredit the military service and so many em- 
ployers giving them unconsciously, but none the less effec- 
tively, a helping hand, it is time that some way was 
devised to reach selfish employers who put a few days’ 
work of their men above their duty to the state. Gov. 
Curtis Guild, jr.. of Massachusetts, made some caustic 
remarks on this class of employer in his Phi Beta 
Kappa oration at the annual meeting at Tufts College 
on May 5: “The colors of the 2d Massachusetts In- 
fantry (the first state troops in the country to report 
at the front in ’98, armed, equipped and ready for bat- 
tle) are borne by,” he said. “The crowd on the street 
stands with hands in pocket and hats on head. State 
street was sending its securities to Worcester safe de- 
posit vaults in ’98 and calling hysterically for better 
coast defense. Half a dozen years later one of the 
leading banks in Boston forbade its clerks to enlist in 
the volunteer coast artillery corps as the use of its tele- 
phone for calls by squad leaders was an interruption 
to business. The Boston Associated Board of Trade 
actually voted down a very mild resolution urging that 
where possible employers should give their men the 
needed week for summer maneuvers free, without loss of 
pay. Thank God! there are some business houses in and 
out of Boston that pursue that practice in spite of that 
vote.”

Surg. Charles F. Stokes, U.S.N., in a recent address 
in Buffalo, told of a time when he got the better of a 
king. It was in the days when the surgeon was on the 
Pacific station with the old Iroquois. “We were sta- 
tioned for some time at Honolulu in the reign of King 
Kalakaua,” he said. “The king was very fond of naval 
officers, and beside continually receiving us at court, 
with a pomp equal to that of the court of St. James, he 
was a frequent visitor on board ship. His Majesty also 
had a taste for poker. One night when I came aboard 
Kalakaua had just finished a session of poker. He had 
likewise partaken of several strong potations of gin. I 
noticed that he was casting a longing eye at my room, 
and I knew that if His Majesty took my room I would 
have to go ashore. So I proposed we should play a 
game of checkers for the room. ‘The king, being a sport, 
agreed. I was very careful to beat him, and the monarch 
of the realm had to go home.” The late Admiral Meade 
used to tell a story of his experiences with Kalakaua be- 
fore he ascended the throne and was engaged in building 
up a not altogether creditable reputation as a_ private 
citizen of Honolulu. On one occasion, while at that port 
with his ship, the Admiral, who had at that time lesser 
rank, gave an entertainment on shore. His pay as a 
Navy officer not permitting of unlimited indulgence in 
champagne. he had two tents pitched, in one of which 
he served that beverage to a select few, while others were 
received in another tent, where there was a less unre- 
stricted flow of beer. Finding the always thirsty Kala- 
kaua, who had been assigned to the beer tent, crawling 
under the fly of the champagne tent, Meade hauled him 
out by the heels. Some years afterward Meade, then 
stationed at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, was required to go 
in state with other officers to pay his respects to Kala- 
kaua, the King. who was visiting New York. Meade 
presented himself before His Majesty with some trepida- 
tion, but was received very graciously and reminded of 
their previous meeting in Honolulu, of which the King 
evidently retained no unpleasant recollection. Probably 
the treatment he received at the hands of the Navy officer 
was too much in the order of what he was accustomed 
to at the time for it to make any special impression 
upon him.

While the U.S. Army balloon No. 12, which ascended 
from Fort Omaha at 11:15 o'clock a.m., May 10, was 
landing at Jackson, Neb., at 6:45 p.m., the same day, 
the gas bag exploded a few feet above the ground and 
was destroyed, and Capt. Charles de F. Chandler and 
Lieut. James E. Ware, of the Signal Corps, U.S.A., had 
a narrow escape. Jackson is about thirty miles west of 
Sioux City. Aside from the destruction of the gas bag 
the flight. it is said, was a success. Captain Chandler 
believes that while at a high altitude the gas bag became 
charged with static electricity, and that on reaching the 
ground contact with the earth caused an are to form, 
thus producing an electric spark, which set fire to the 
bag. After the balloon ascended at Fort Omaha it fol- 
lowed the general course of the Missouri river for nearly 
100 miles in a northerly direction. The highest altitude 
reached was 4,400 feet, shortly after the balloon left the 
earth. Both Captain Chandler and Lieutenant Ware 
were knocked down by the explosion, but they were not 
seriously injured. Captain Chandler said that despite 
the destruction of the balloon much was accomplished in 
an experimental way by the flight. The bag was a new 
one and had never been inflated. The distance traveled 
was about 120 miles. Deducting the hour and a half 
the balloon was becalmed, the flight was made in about 
six hours. Much of the time, however, up to three 
o'clock, the wind was so slow that the balloon moved 
only five to eight miles an hour. The maximum speed 
reached was about fifty miles.

The general use of ponies in the Visayan Islands, P.I., 
has Jed to a ruling of the War Department on the sub- 
ject of forage for them. Capt. W. A. Burnside, 14th 
Inf., Warwick Barracks, Cebu, under date of Oct. 5, 
1908, wrote to Lieut. Edmund B. Gregory, B.Q.M., and 
Comsy., to ascertain whether he was maintaining his pony 
mounts at government expense. A description of the 


mount used by Lieutenant Gregory showed it was only 
12.3 hands high. Captain Burnside held that neither 
mounted pay nor forage was authorized in this case. 
Lieut. Col. W. H. Miller, C.Q.M. of the Philippines 
Division, approved Captain Burnside’s view on the ground 


that the mount in question fell below the height pre- 
scribed by the Q.M.G. specifications of 15 to 15 3-4 
hands for a cavalry horse and 14 hands for a second 
mount. Col. J. T. Kerr, Division A.G., believed that 
Lieutenant Gregory’s case merited favorable considera- 
tion, as the Q.M. Department was not prepared to sup- 
ply mounts to all officers, and thus recourse had to be 
had to the native pony, the local market not having horses 
of the size required. He therefore recommended that 
in such cases forage be authorized. Gen. J. B. Aleshire. 
Q.M.G., concurred in this recommendation, but the War 
Department has ruled that a horse upon which addi- 
tional pay cannot be drawn is not entitled to public 
forage.

Grand Marshal Tom O’Reilly, of McKinley Post, No.

In reply to the statement of Commander Beehler in the 
Century Magazine with reference to the cause of the de- 
struction of the U.S.S. Maine in Havana harbor, Mr. 
Franck Taylor, of Bristol, Tenn., writes to us, saying: 
“What was the opinion of the Court of Inquiry that in- 
vestigated the loss of the Maine? That court was com- 
posed of W. T. Sampson, F. E. Chadwick and W. P. 
Potter, with A. Tl’. Marix as judge advocate. At the head 
of the Maine Court of Inquiry was the late William T. 
Sampson, an officer without superior and with but few 
peers,-a man who was the soul of honor, and absolutely 
incapable of doing an untruthful act or of creating a 
false impression. It was impossible to move him by popu- 
lar clamor, and no right-minded person can think that 
Sampson would have decided as he did simply because 
the public may have wanted such an opinion. When 
Sampson and his associates on that court rendered their 
verdict, it was because they knew, as far as human be- 
ings could know, that their decision was correct, and fur- 
thermore they knew that their action would involve their 
country in a foreign war; a heavy responsibility which 
they did not shirk.”

Of a high degree of significance was a despatch from 
Lima, Peru, dated May 10, giving an account of an anti- 
Chinese outbreak in that city, coupled with a demonstra- 
tion against the government for its Chinese immigration 
policy. Chinese stores were looted and the police had 
cificulty in restoring order. This evidence of a strong 
sentiment in South America against the influx of Ori- 
entals comes at a time when we hear much of the invi- 
tations extended by Brazil and other Southern Republics 
to the Japanese to settle in their territory. The opening 
of the Panama Canal is certain to attract more atten- 
tion to the countries south of the Isthmus, and it is not 
unlikely that the Chinese and Japanese will feel the force 
of this attraction. Indeed, students of the world’s trade 
and trade routes foresee the invasion of the Atlantic 
Ocean by Japanese steamships in a contest for the carry- 
ing of American products. With anti-Oriental outbreaks 
in Victoria, British Columbia and Lima, Peru, all on 
the Pacific coast. it cannot be said that this racial antip- 
athy is a product of United States prejudice.

A revolution in naval gunfiring is heralded by the 
British papers. By the genius of that persistent student 
of his profession, Rear Admiral Sir Percy Scott, the lay- 
ing of guns by the men in the barbettes is to be abolished, 
and absolute control of a gun or series of guns is to be 
at the will of one man in the fire control station. The 
cruisers Good Hope, Argyll and Arrogant have been ex- 
perimenting under Rear Admiral Scott’s superintendence 
with the invention, which is called a “director.” The di- 
rector’s action is entirely electrical. It comprises a series 
of instruments placed in a foretop, connected with elec- 
trical motors in the barbette. which elevate the guns and 
enable the gunnery officer to fire them simultaneously or 
separately by the mere pressure of a button. The sight- 
ing is done in the usual way, and a range finder is used. 
Should the fire control station in the foretop be disabled 
the guns can be fired by gun layers, as now.

NEW TRIAL FOR THE SCOUT CRUISERS. 


Writing to us concerning the accident to the machinery 
of the turbine scout Salem an exceptionally well-informed 
correspondent says: “It may be of interest for you to 
know about the Salem. They have found that the blades 
of the first stage are chewed up where the rotor has been 
turning hard. Simply a continual grind all the time—- 
the thrust being aft. The wonder is how she turned 
over at all. In addition, the blades of the rotor are 
jammed and flattened around the circumference. How 
the steam got past is a mystery. No wonder the turbine 
would not develop the power. I do not know the cause 
of this damage, but I believe that the greater part of it 
was caused by not giving sufficient to the clearance and 
keeping the rotor in the proper fore and aft adjustment. 
It is well known tbat a turbine is a leaking engine, and 
if adjusted close enough to be fairly economical, as in 
this case of the Salem, they are sure to wreck themselves, 
and if loose enough to be sure to run free the steam blows 
through wastefully.” - 

A Washington despatch to the Associated Press says: 
“A report concerning the trouble with the engines of 
the scout cruiser Salem, resulting from the presence of 
a foreign substance, which was investigated by Capt. H. 
Bailey while the vessel was at Boston, has been received 
at the Navy Department. One of the parts of the ma- 
chinery showed a serious injury as a result of the pres- 
ence of this substance, the exact nature of which the in- 
vestigation failed to disclose because of the fact that it 
had been ground up completely, and it is probable, in 
justice to the contractors, another trial of the vessel will 
be ordered at the ten-knot, fifteen-knot, twenty-knot and 
full-speed schedules. The investigation showed also that 
a nut had become loosened in a portion of the machinery, 
but this, so far as ascertained, did not do any damage. 
The injury to the machinery, it is believed, was an im- 
portant factor in the failure of the vessel to make as 
good speed as was expected.” 

_ We learn that the Navy Department has formally de- 
cided that there shall be another test of the Curtis and 
Parsons turbines in comparison with reciprocating en- 
gines. The fact that the Curtis turbine is to be placed in 
the North Dakota was the impelling reason for this ac- 
tion. It was also decided that the results of the tests 
that have been held shall not be made public until the ad- 
ditional tests have been made. The board of officers at 
work on the data of the tests has practically completed 
its work. The same board will act in the next trials, 
which it is now believed can be held within a very short 
time, as every effort is being made by the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Company to repair the injury to the Salem’s 
turbine. 

An expert marine engineer, whose opinion is entitled 
to great weight, send us this suggestion: 


“It is difficult to understand why first it was reported 
a bolt, the dimensions of which were minutely stated, 
had been found inside the turbine, when now it is re- 
ported as having been contradicted by Captain Bailey. 
There is nothing to show that even a nut or anything 
with a dimension had anything to do with the injury, so 
we must lock elsewhere for the cause, and again quite 
naturally turn to the boilers, where we find evidence 
amply sufficient to establish good and strong proof of 
their being the culprit in the case. Therefore, in view 
of this part of the outfit on the Birmingham—as well as 
on the Salem—having given trouble, we can, from a 
Sherlock Holmes view of it, assume that water was to 
blame, although the exact nature of the trouble had not 
been divulged. It is also quite likely that the mysterious 
substance mentioned, if the difficulty was due to any 
such cause, is nothing more than the composition con- 
sisting of sediment, fine metallic particles, oil, ete., carried 
over from the boilers when they prime, and that the 
blades were injured by the water when this foaming or 
priming occurred. Turbine blades are quite thin at the 
points, consequently not overstrong there. so that a jet 
of water driven against them at a high rate of speed 
might readily bend them back to a degree sufficient to 
change their shape so as to not only project out far 
enough to fill the small clearances necessary in the tur- 
bine, but also to meet the other sets of blades or close 
the opening between those of the same set. It is then 
easy to understand how there will be an entire change 
in the amount of opening between the blades, conse- 
quently a restriction in the passage of steam. This 
change of shape may possibly have been gradual and not 
all at once, as the priming no doubt was also increasing 
gradually in intensity and lasting sufficiently long to 
carry out its work of destruction unnoticed by the crew. 
The priming did not occur until the high speed trial, when 
the boilers were being driven to their utmost. 

“The boiler is a more important factor in the work 
of the battleship than is generally supposed. Good cir- 
culation and cleanliness, being most important, should 
not be forgotten, as well as a design that will bear forcing 
when it is needed. In view of this, as the Washington 
despatch mentions another trial of the Salem as probable 
on account of her having suffered in defeat from the ac- 
cident to the turbine, would it not also be desirable and 
proper, in order to obtain a correct record of the ability 
of the Birmingham, as there is strong evidence of this 
vessel having suffered defeat from the boilers which we 
deem at the bottom of the trouble with both vessels, that 
the new trial should also be extended to the boilers?’ 





From the Fore River Shipbuilding Co. we receive the 
following : ; 

To THE EpiITor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The U.S. scout cruiser Salem has been sent to the 
builders, the Fore River Shipbuilding Company, for an 
examination of the main propelling turbines, which are 
of the Curtis marine type. During the recent competitive 
trials the starboard turbine ran considerably slower than 
the port, with the same steam supply, thus indicating 
that some internal derangement had occurred, although 
there was no difficulty in its operation. 

When opened up it was discovered that some foreign 
body had become caught in the fifth stage between the 
nozzles and first row of buckets. It had bent over the 
edges of the buckets so as to completely prevent any 
steam passing through them and had broken about one- 
quarter of the nozzle division plates. The foreign body 
which caused this has not yet been found, but a loose % 
inch nut was found in the fifth stage lying in the bottoin 
of ag casing and did not become caught in the moving 
parts. 

Hxamination of the port turbine disclosed a service bolt 
214 inches long, which was not a part of the machine, 
lying in the first stage against the nozzle openings leading 
to the second stage. The damage done here was compara- 
tively slight. 

The rotors of both machines were also found to have 
moved axially so as to allow the moving buckets to rub 
against the stationary guide blades, with the result that 
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in the first and second stages where the axial clearances 

_are least, the guide blades were worn on the edges; but no 
blade stripping occurred. As in these stages the guide 
blades only cover a small part of the circumference, prac- 
tically all the wear occurred on them and very little on 
the moving buckets. 

All blading was found to be entirely free from any ero- 
sion due to the action of the steam, and the surfaces 
were as smooth as when first installed. 

This shows that the Curtis type of construction has a 
remarkable ability to withstand abuse and still remain in 
operative condition; as even in this condition the vessel 
made 241%4 knots for 24 hours and for the first eight 
hours made 25 knots, while the contract speed required 
24 knots for four hours. Also the operation of the tur- 
bine was perfect, and except for the drop in revolutions, 
it would not have been known that any internal damage 
had occurred. 

The damage is being repaired, and is expected to be 
=" in thirty days from the vessel’s arrival at the 
yard.

‘COLLEGES THAT SHIRK MILITARY TRAINING. 


The suggestion that has come to us that some effort be 
made to keep track of the young men who graduate an- 
nually from our military colleges and to maintain their 
interest in military matters is not new. It was recently 
made by Capt. L. S. Sorley, 14th U.S. Inf., commandant 
of cadets at the Louisiana State University at Baton 
Rouge, in an essay in the “Alumnus” on “The Land 
‘Grant College as a Military Factor.” After showing that 
the present provisions for utilizing the services of gradu- 
ates of military colleges reach only a few, while the bulk 
of them are unprovided for, Captain Sorley said: “The 
thousands of young men who annually leave our military 
colleges should not be neglected as a military factor. 
Something should be done to keep track of them after 
their graduation; their names should be recorded at the 
War Department, and special inducements should be 
offered them to take an active part in the organized mili- 
tia and to keep up their interest in military matters. 
Pending legislation looking to the loan by the government 
of arms for the use of civilian rifle clubs, would, if enact- 
ed, offer an excellent opportunity for graduates of any 
given institution to form alumni rifle clubs, and thus, 
while keeping up the associations of former years, they 
would be perfecting themselves in the most important 
single item of the soldier’s training—the art of accurate 
-shooting.” The land grant college grew out of the unex- 
pected military prowess of the Southern armies in the 
early part of the Civil War, which the Federal govern- 
ment attributed largely, and Captain Sorley thinks with 
reason, to the training received by young men in the nu- 
merous military schools which were scattered all over the 
South prior to the war. Congress in that belief on July 
2, 1862, passed an act providing for the donation of pub- 
lic lands for the establishment and support in the various 
‘states of “colleges where the leading object shall be the 
practical instruction of the industrial classes in agricul- 
ture and the mechanic arts, including military tactics.” 
Pursuant to that act, authority was granted for the issue 
of arms and equipments by the government, and provision 
made for the detail of officers of the Regular Army as 
professors of military science and tactics at such colleges ; 
the number of the latter being from time to time in- 
ereased, and amounting at the present time to one hun- 
dred. 

The prowess of the Southern young men is ascribed to 
the fact that there was little difference in range between 
the sporting rifle so largely used in the South and the 
military rifle, but nowadays the sporting gun affords no 
true preparation for the employment of the modern high- 
power military rifle with a muzzle velocity of 2,700 foot- 
seconds and an extreme range of about two and a half 
miles. Proper training in rifle shooting now means long 
and careful practice on the target range. Captain Sorley 
regrets that “as carried out in many of the land grant 
colleges the military feature is of doubtful value to the 
government, relegated, as it often is, to the background 
as far as possible, and granted only the minimum of rec- 
ognition requisite to insure the continuance of the support 
provided by Congress.” In such institutions the cadets are 
apt to look upon it as an evil necessary to be endured, but 
one to be avoided at every opportunity. There is often 
a lack of military spirit and a failure to appreciate the 
earnest efforts of the officer detailed there to infuse a sen- 
timent of loyalty to the country and to emphasize the 
importance of preparation for service in case of need. 

We would suggest that Captain Sorley has discovered 
a field in which much zeal can profitably be expended in 
furthering military education. Since the very conditions 
of their establishment call for military training, it would 
be well worth while to set on foot some movement in high 
official circles to ascertain why military instruction is 
subordinated in these land grant colleges to which officers 
of the Regular Army are detailed as instructors. There 
is no reason why such conditions of indifference and apa- 
thy, of which Captain Sorley speaks, should be allowed 
to persist. In deriving benefits from the government en- 
dowment these institutions are obligated to perform cer- 
tain duties, and they should not be allowed to shirk them. 
We hear much about and realize the need of military in- 
struction in our colleges and academies, and yet we sit 
placidly down when we have the power to enforce mili- 
tary instruction and see it “relegated to the background” 
in colleges which owe their very existence to the desire of 
the government to provide military training to the youth 
-ef the country. 





OUR NAVY IN 1898. 

The truth of the adage that hindsight is always better 
than foresight is illustrated in an article by “Captain, 
R.N..” in the United Service Magazine of England for 
April. Continuing his discussion of the “Rise of the 
American Navy,” which has been interestingly described 
in previous papers, the essayist says that “it is doubtful 
whether any country possessing a navy ever went into 
war with its fleet so utterly unprepared as did Spain in 
1898. In all essentials the Spanish navy stood practically 
where it was in the days of the great wars of a century 


previous when it was looked down upon with a sort of 
good-humored contempt by our seamen.” It is strange 
that none of this “contempt” was apparent in England 
before the. opening of the war with Spain. If “Captain, 
Rt.N.,” has access to files of the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NnaL he would do well to consult the issue of April 30, 
1898, page 664, where he will find a comparison of the 
relative strength of the Spanish and American navies 
itaken from the Engineer, the leading English authority 


on marine engineering. A table of ships was given, di- 
vided into three classes—battleships, armored cruisers, 
and protected cruisers—together with the speed in knots, 
displacement, I.H.P. and guns. As a result of this com- 
parison, the Engineer came to the conclusion that “though 
the number of separate pieces of ordnance carried in the 
Spanish ships is less than that contained in the American 
squadron, the weight of metal thrown and the fire energy 
developed are far greater. Out of the thirty 6-inch guns 
carried in the United States ships now under considera- 
tion, only six are quick-firing, and the main factor in 
the product of gun power on the Spanish vessels is the 
output of energy created by the 47 quick-firing guns of 
5.5-inch caliber. There is an important difference, too, 
as regards speed and handiness in favor of the Spanish 
vessels, the average: rate being 23.67 knots per hour 
against an average of 19.63 in the ships of the United 
States.” The Engineer could see no virtue in the 13- 
and 8-inch guns of our battleships, for in its opinion there 
was only a small chance of those slow-moving citadels 
ever catching a glimpse of the swift and handy armored 
cruisers of the Viscaya type. After putting on board 
our ships 3,000 Swedish sailors (why it chose Swedes in 
place of Germans, Danes, Russians, Esquimaux or Las- 
cars, it is hard to understand), it then gave us this sol- 
emn warning: “Naval warfare of the present day is no 
pastime; it is a grim and ghastly reality, swiftly executed, 
and no hirelings of an alien state (again those mythical 
Swedes!) are likely to come well out of such an ordeal.” 
In the comparison the Engineer omitted to take into 
consideration the battleships Texas and Oregon. Perhaps 
they would have made our prospective fate less certain 
and awful. 

The present British magazine essayist, not content with 
depreciating the Spanish fleet, is stirred by the tributes 
paid to the Oregon for her cruise around the Horn to 
join Sampson’s ships off Key West. He finds her average 
speed was only 11.6 knots, the highest being 14.6 and the 
lowest 10.1 knots. While a creditable performance, to 
him there appears “nothing extraordinarily wonderful” 
about it. The Oregon, although a new ship, had been 
long enough in commission for everything to have been 
brought into good working order. American historians, 
he says, have written a good deal of “absurd nonsense” 
about this run of the Oregon having been a “perilous mis- 
sion” and “beset with great difficulties,’ and made with 
“no little risk and responsibility,” and so he feels it his 
duty to speak thus of the Oregon. “Had the Navy De- 
partment imagined that there was any real danger for 
the Oregon to be apprehended from Cervera’s squadron,” 
he writes, “it is most ‘improbable that the authorities, 
with the number of ships at their command, would have 
left her to find her own way unaided from Barbados to 
Key West.” ‘Things looked very differently at the time, 
especially in view of the warning against the awful Span- 
ish navy given by our kind English friends of the Engi- 
neer. 

The essayist says that in target practice the ships of 
the American Navy were vastly superior to those of 
Spain, an important fact which seemed to have been lost 
on the critic of the Engineer in 1898, for he had written 
that “he himself, when visiting an important U.S. cruiser, 
took the opportunity of pointing out to the gunnery offi- 
cer the unwisdom of mounting the old-fashioned 6-inch 
ordinary breech-loading gun in a brand-new, up-to-date 
ship of 22 knots speed.” Even in the arming of our ships 
we showed lamentable stupidity until he was fain to ex- 
press the fear that “the obstinate determination of the 
Americans to arm their new vessels with guns which are 
the creation of their own genius has landed them in a 
dilemma at this juncture.” These guns were the 8- and 
13-inch type. On the other hand, he found that “Spain 
had wisely copied and purchased some of the best guns 
of all nations, including the productions of Krupp and 
Schneider-Canet.” : 

The now proved inferiority of the Spanish seamen to 
those of this country the present essayist ascribes to the 
fact that “by nature the Spaniards are not a mechanical 
race and lacked the necessary aptitude for handling the 
complicated engines and machinery which go so far to- 
ward making up the modern ship of war.” 


GOVERNOR GUILD ON THE SOLDIER OF PEACE. 


A ringing call to a higher patriotism was the oration 
of Governor Curtis Guild, jr., of Massachusetts, at the 
annual Phi Beta Kappa meeting at Tufts College on May 
5h. His theme was “The Soldier of Peace.” It is a mat- 
ter for congratulation that it was uttered by the governor 
of a state in which, possibly more than in any other 
state, there has been a steady and organized depreciation 
of the Army and Navy. This opposition to the military 
establishment Governor Guild calls “queer.” It certainly 
is queer in a state which boasts of such names as Lexing- 
ton, Concord and Bunker Hill. ‘ : 

“There is in Massachusetts,” he said, “a queer hostility 
in time of peace to the Army. A very real and very sin- 
cere terror actually exists in the minds of many good 
citizens that there is a real danger of the spread of mili- 
tarism. Good men actually feel, even to-day, a very real 
dread of a military dictatorship. Any expenditure for 
the training of soldiers, any expenditure in time of peace 
for grand maneuvers for National Guard or the Army 
or for both, is opposed by a certain class of statesmen with 
a hysterical vehemence only equaled by that displayed by 
the same statesmen in denunciation of the unreadiness of 
the government in time of war. ‘ 

“The United States is at peace with all the world. 
There is no reason why we should not continue to be so. 
The mere fact, however, that we are hopelessly unready 
for war is not preventing at least one great power which 
also has interests in the Pacific from straining every 
nerve in preparation for war against—somebody. The 





-nation in question is an aggressive nation, whose wars 


have been wars not of defense, but of conquest. Her 
regular army is three times the size of ours, yet she is 
not merely forcing military drill upon every male adult, 
but even upon her school children. Spies from this na- 
tion, and from this nation only, are reported at work 
along the Panama Canal. Spies from this nation, and 
from this nation only, have been detected stirring up the 
Filipinos to revolt and, disguised as peddlers and sellers 
of sweetmeats, making the most elaborate maps of every 
American possession in the Pacific. The fact that the 
United States doesn’t want war, and especially with this 
particular power, ought not, however, to blind our eyes 
to the fact that this particular land-hungry power, 1 
spite of protests of gratitude and friendship, has already 
made herself, in everything but a military chest, peculiar- 
ly fit for war against us. ’ 

“There are springing up on every hand uniformed pa- 
rading bodies with brilliant uniforms and regalia which 
eater to the human love of display without the drudgery 
of discipline. Finally we have an earnest body of honest 
theorists who lose no chance to discourage any form of 
military work in their absurd and groundless terror of 





militarism. Army and National Guard together are less 
than two hundred thousand men. We number over eighty 
mnillions, There is less than one four-hundredth of a 
soldier terrorizing each of us. Assuming the average 
weight to be a hundred and fifty pounds, we are each of 
us menaced only with the awful despotism that, if all the 
armed land forces were called out, could be exerted by 
just six ounces of soldier. It is careless, reckless, unin- 
telligent public opinion that. is driving from the ranks 
men on whom we must depend to defend us not merely 
from foreign enemies in some possible war, but at any 
time from disorder, arson and riot in time of peace. 

“It is time that the public, the easy-going, cynical, ban- 
tering American public, learned that unless patriotism 
forces, as it has in England, a better measure of respect, 
encouragement and support of the National Guard, the 
rear rank of the Regulars, the emergency corps of the po- 
lice, imperative necessity will ultimately force an increase 
in the standing army and a paid corps of gendarmerie 
that money may buy what the patriotism of the people no 
longer gives.” 





THROUGH THE SUBZ. 


How much does it cost to go home by way of Suez? 
This is a question often discussed by Army officers, espe- 
cially those stationed in the Philippines, and various esti- 
mates are mentioned ranging all the way from $600 to 
$2,000. The following letter, written by one who has 
made the trip, is intended to set forth, not how much 
the trip costs—for that is a matter of individual taste— 
but what the actual expenses are. 

The North German Lloyd line—the best in the Orient 
—carries passengers from Hong Kong to New York 
for $320, first class, and $220, second class. The average 
Army officer instinctively shrinks from the mention of 
anything below first class as being beneath the dignity of 
his station, but one who will take the trouble to look 
through one of these steamers will very probably decide 
that, in this case, his misgivings were groundless. I 
made the trip, second class, in one of them and have no 
hesitation in pronouncing it better than first class on 
one of our Army transports. The staterooms were larger, 
the mess better, there was more deck room, and accom- 
modations were Superior in every way. One feels some 
misgivings at. mingling with second-class passengers, but 
ours were a very respectable lot. Among them were a 
number of Americans from Manila—school teachers (both 
men and women), business men, and Government clerks; 
the remainder were principally well-to-do Europeans— 
Russians from Port Arthur, English from Hong Kong, 
French from Saigon, and Dutch planters from Java— 
homeward bound on a vacation. 

These steamers put in at various ports in the Indian 
Ocean and the Mediterranean, and a passenger is at 
liberty to stop off anywhere and await the next steamer; 
they follow each other at intervals of two weeks; the 
ticket to New York is good for one year. It is hardly 
probable that an officer will have more than four months’ 
leave, but it is well to bear in mind that the Government 
allows one month for travel time; my travel time carried 
me clear to Egypt, including an eight-day stay in China. 

Very few of our passengers left the steamer until we 
reached Port Said, at which port there was a general 
exodus. Some sailed for Joppa and the Holy Land—a 
ten-day trip, involving an expense of $75, while others 
traveled up the valley of the Nile. The passage money 
paid the steamer line is, of course, for steamer travel 
only, so any side trips are made at additional expense. 
In traveling by rail in Europe the question of class arises 
again, but not even the most fastidious need hesitate at 
second class here, for it is practically the same as first. 
They have a saying over there that first class travel is 
patronized by four kinds of people, viz., the nobility, 
officials, Americans and fools. The great bulk of Ameri- 
can tourists go second class, and a great many go third. 
One advantage of third class—aside from the economy 
of it—is the advantage it offers for observing the native 
inhabitants of the various countries. A fellow-passenger 
of mine had bought a first-class ticket clear across Europe, 
but when he saw the conditions he traveled third class 
on it in order to come in contact with the people. There is 
little danger of rubbing elbows with the germ-infested class 
we see in our big cities—that class doesn’t travel much. 
In fact, after one goes up against some of the specimens 
of American tourists, he turns to the Europeans with a 
sigh of relief. After trying all three classes of travel 
in Europe, I can say for third class that it is quite simi- 
lar to a trolley car in the States; and the passengers are 
of about the grade one would encounter in a day coach 
from Kalamazoo to Omaha. 

The hotel question is an easy one—all Burope being 
dotted with pensions that cater to the tourist traffic at 
about seven frances ($1.40) a day; they are as good as 
the average bachelor’s mess. But the question of tips 
arises, and this is by far the greatest nuisance of foreign 
travel. Occasionally some heroic individual follows the 
iron rule of giving no tips whatever and lives to tell the 
story. But this is hardly just, for some servants, as 
porters, for instance, receive no regular pay, depending 
altogether upon tips. A fair rule—one that is suggested 
by some hotel proprietors—seems to be to allow for tips 
an additional ten per cent. of the regular bill. This will 
not exempt the traveler from attempted holdups, but it 
will permit him to pursue his journey with a clear con- 
science. The guides and cab drivers of Egypt and Italy 
are the most predatory on earth, and the tourist can 
make up his mind to be systematically skinned alive or 
live in a state of constant warfare. The governments of 
those countries do not approve of this wholesale pillage, 
but seem unable to prevent it. At the tombs of the 
sacred bulls, near Cairo, there stands a large sign-board 
bearing a proclamation by the governor, protesting 
against the indiscriminate giving of money, on account 
of the demoralizing effect it has on the people, and re- 
questing that no money be given except in cases of serv- 
ices actually rendered. But it is a hard matter to regu- 
late, because too many tourists would rather comply with 
every demand than quarrel about it. It is a case where 
each person must think for himself: I was able to leave 
Egypt with the deep satisfaction of knowing that the 
population had not been demoralized by my visit. 

A knowledge of foreign languages is, of course, very de- 
sirable, French being by far the most useful, as it will 
carry a person all through Europe and northern Africa. 
However, one who knows mothing but English will have 
no difficulty, for the hotels all have English-speaking 
clerks. A good way to get along is to procure a list of 
the pensions or hotels in the different cities, and then, 
on leaving the train at any point, simply step into a cab 
and show an address to the driver. 

If two travel together, a considerable saving will result 
in the hire of cabs and guides, for a guide often demands 
as much from one person as from a party of three or 
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four. In some places guides are indispensable, though 
many of them are so ignorant as to be useless; at the 
field of Waterloo I tried three separate ones, and found 
that I knew more about it than all of them put together. 

Baggage should be reduced to a minimum, for the al- 
lowance on a railroad ticket is small in Burope; in Hol- 
land, for instance, there is none at all. Moreover, the 
globe-trotter does not need much unless he is going in for 
society. The average teniente may rid his mind of the 
idea that the eyes of the world are on him and that 
great things are expected of him in a social way; he may 
be quite somebody around Junktown and Leavenworth, 
but in Europe he is only an ordinary human being; he 
may cross the Continent without receiving a single ova- 
tion. 

The cost of living and travel in Europe depends, of 
course, upon the style of the individual tourist—whether 
he sees Paris from an auto or from the upper deck of a 
trolley car: whether he drinks champagne or two-cent 
heer; or whether he spends his hours of gaiety at Max- 
ime’s or the Bal Bullier. But an officer drawing $200 
a month need not hesitate to undertake it on his pay 
alone. Nor is it necessary to have it all in his posses- 
sion at the start, for he is never out of touch with his 
bank. While in Genoa, happening to feel the need of 
funds, I cabled to a bank in an obscure town in Idaho 
for $100 and received it in two days at a cost of about 
$3. In London our attaché cashed a pay voucher for 
me, assuring me that it was no trouble whatever; I am 
unable to say just how much inconvenience it caused 
him. 

Some persons suggest getting a lot of clothes made in 
Furope as a measure of economy: but he who is wise 
will proceed with some caution in this direction. I tried 
it in London. and, while there are probably tailors there 
who make clothes to fit, I was unable to find them. I 
had a Tuxedo made by one of the best tailors on High 
Holborn for six guineas ($31), which would have cost 
S75 in the States, but with a week’s strenuous work of 
trying on and making alterations, he never got it into 
any shape approaching a fit: it was more like a convul- 
sion. I brought it home and let two or three American 
tailors struggle with it, but it was a hopeless task; I 
finally gave it to a preacher. At another London house 
{ had a white flannel] suit made, with similar results— 
except that so far I have been unable to present it to 
anybody. So, in tailoring, the chances are against you; 
it is safer to trust to Monte Carlo. 

In summing up expenses too many tourists are prone 
to include sums paid out for subsistence, opera tickets, 
pleasure, ete.—money which they would Have spent had 
they remained home. That is another story, and it is 
hardly fair to bring it under the head of traveling ex- 
Sifted down. the expenses for a four months’

HORIZONTAL WATER TUBE BOILERS. 

The N.Y. Tribune of Sunday contained a Washington 
despatch of May 8 in relation to the clause in government 
specifications excluding stayed surfaces and stay-bolts in 
water-tube boilers for the Navy. It only requires a little 
reflection to ascertain that the limitation is perfectly 
proper in a naval vessel if there is a due regard not only 
for the life of the boiler, but, what is more important, 
for the lives of the men, as the conditions under which the 
marine water-tube boiler is operated—particularly when 
installed in a vessel of war—not only require it to be 
worked in connection with a surface condenser, but at 
times to be subjected to great and sudden changes of tem- 
perature when forced draft quickly follows natural condi- 
tions: also as it is quite likely the boiler may be under 
steam for an extended period of time, thereby preventing 
opening it up for cleaning and repairs. The locomotive 
and ordinary marine boilers are cited in support of the 
view that the condemned features are allowable. This 
reference is unfortunate, because the adoption of the 
water-tube hoiler for marine purposes was to some extent 
in order to avoid these very features. The defects to 
which the government specifications call attention and 
exclude are not the only or most objectionable ones 
which should be under the ban, as there is ancther which 
should be coupled with them, as it has been responsible 
for the loss of a number of lives in the vessels of our 
Navy. This is the horizonal tube, which is liable to be 
overheated, as set forth in my letters of June 9 and 25, 
1908, in this JouRNAL, on the Tennessee disaster, from 
which the following is an extract: 

The boilers on this vessel are of the horizontal water-tube 
variety with the lower row of tubes immediately over the fire 
where they are subjected to the direct impingement of the flame 
and with it the hottest fire all over their surface. The in- 
terior of each when under steam is therefore somewhat similar 
to that of the plain cylindrical horizontal boiler when at work, 
with a body of water below and steam at the top. The 
similarity, however, ceases here, as the horizontal water-tube 
under construction is subjected to heat above as well as be- 
low, which, on account of steam being a bad conductor, will, 
on account of the extra heat above which does not occur in 
the plain cylinder, be expanded more on top than on the bot- 
tom and caused in some cases to be only bent and in others 
ruptured as well when the fires are forced to an extent suffi- 
cient to create heat that will raise the temperature of the 
metal beyond what it is able to bear under the pressure within. 

The giving out of the lower tubes in a horizontal boiler is 
not an unusual thing and is generally expected, it being stated 
in an article in the Journal of the American Society of Naval 
Engineers of November, 1906. ‘‘The lower 4-inch tubes 
should be carefully inspected with a straight edge to see if 
they have curved upward.’’ And again, on page 1200 of the 
same article, ‘‘Whenever a boiler is put out of use, an ex- 
ternal inspection of the lowest rows of tubes and of the brick- 
work in the furnace should be made.’’ And again, ‘‘A bend- 
ing upward of the bottom rows of tubes may occur.’’ Also, 
**Should a curvature of over three-quarters of an inch be ob- 
served to take place in the lower tubes, this is usually a sign 
of internal fouling sufficient to interfere with the proper con- 
duction of heat.’’ : . : 

We naturally expect overheating in the metal of a boiler 
where there is any interruption of the transmission of heat 
from the outside to the water inside, whether the said in- 
terruption is caused by sediment or steam. The reason 1s 
therefore apparent for the bursting of the tube and can be 
clearly traced to lowness of water in the one that burst as 
well as in those which bulged. This is a theory of my own, 
which this and other accidents to horizontal tubes have led 
me to believe is the correct one. The report of the Board 
of Investigation in stating the tubes were found clean, hav- 





ing entirely removed the question of a deposit of any kind as 
having caused the disaster, supports the theory that it was 
due to lowness of water. In such a case a body of steam next 
to the metal above on top of a body of water below will per- 
mit the tubes to become sufficiently superheated for the metal 
to lose its ability to resist the pressure within and to render 
it unable to prevent either change of shape or rupture. 

The horizontal water-tube, therefore, being one where 
lowness of water is quite possible without any means of 
detection under the conditions it is worked, and impos- 
sible to prevent, should also be excluded from the boilers 
of the Navy as a dangerous feature.

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GETTYSBURG MONUMENT-TO REGULARS. 

Brig. Gen. T. F. Rodenbough, U.S.A., as secretary of 
the committee of the Survivors of the Regular Troops in 
the Gettysburg Campaign, has issued a circular announc- 
ing the plans for the unveiling of the monument erected 
by Congress upon the battlefield of Gettysburg to com- 
memorate the services of the Regular Troops engaged in 
the Gettysburg Campaign, June-July, 1863. The monu- 
ment will be dedicated on Monday, May 31, 1909, at two 
p-m., in the presence of the President of the United 
States, the Secretary of War, survivors, members of the 
Gettysburg National Park Commission, officers of the 
Army and troops as follows: 5th U.S. Infantry, twelve 
companies Coast Artillery, three troops 15th Cavalry, two 
hatteries 3d Field Artillery: all under the command of 
Col. Calvin D. Cowles, 5th U.S. Inf. 

The dedicatory exercises will comprise opening remarks 
by the President, unveiling of the monument by Miss 
Helen ‘aft, a national salute by the Field Artillery 
present, an address by Secretary Dickinson, the placing 
of a laurel wreath at the foot of each of the bronze 
tablets on the shaft by the senior surviving commanding 
officers of each arm of Service commemorated, and the 
formal transfer of the monument to the custody of the 
National Park Commission. 

Survivors of the organizations engaged in the campaign 
are requested, and officers who have at any time be- 
longed to them and officers of the Army generally are 
cordially invited to be present on this occasion. The 
organizations concerned are: Batteries E, G. H, I and K, 
Ist U.S. Art.; A, B, D, L_and M, 2d U.S. Art.: C, F 
and K. 3d U.S. Art.: A. B, C, F, G and K, 4th U.S. 
Art.; C, D, F, I and K, 5th U.S. Art.: 2d, 3d, 4th, 6th. 
Tth, Sth, 10th, 11th. 12th, 14th and 17th Regiments of 
U.S. Infantry; Ist, 2d, 5th and 6th Regiments of Cavalry, 
and U.S. Engineers detachment.

AN ARMY SUPPLY CORPS SUGGESTED. 
To Tne Eprror or T1e ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The following measures are suggested and _ respect- 
fully submitted for the consideration of the Congress and 
of officers interested in the welfare of both the Service 
and its personnel: 1. That a “Supply Corps” be estab- 
lished. 2. That all post quartermaster, post commissary 
and post ordnance sergeants be commissioned second lieu- 
tenants of the “Supply” corps, to serve as second lieu- 
tenants, without promotion, but with longevity pay ac- 
cruing as established by law for second lieutenants; and 
they be required to give bonds, not exceeding $10,000, 
when entering on their duties. 

This would add about 600 officers to the Army, without 
anything like the increase in cost the passage of the bill 
for this purpose would entail; it would nevertheless en- 
able just that many officérs of the line, detailed on staff 
duty in the various departments of supply, to return to 
their proper organizations; and it would be a fitting re- 
ward for these men, in the language of the Army Regu- 
lations, “giving encouragement to deserving soldiers to 
hope for substantial promotion” (A.R., par. 95). 

These non-commissioned officers are, under the law, 
authorized to receive and take charge of property, etc., 
and to account for same in their own names at ungarrti- 
soned posts. Why not in garrisoned posts as well? 
Would the Service suffer if these men also signed the 
papers they themselves prepare, instead of some officer 
who, in most cases, is unfamiliar with the requirements 
of the different branches of the supply departments? And 
would not this arrangement, if enacted, relieve the line 
of the Army of duties in no way congenial or attractive 
to the majority of its officers. leaving them free to pursue 
duties and studies legitimately theirs? 

It seems beyond question that a man who has been 
found qualified for the duties required in a certain depart- 
ment, a man who, in other words. has specialized himself 
for that particular branch, should be more valuable to 
that branch than one who has not. This is just what 
these sergeants have done. Officers detailed from the line 
have. as a rule; to learn exactly what these sergeants al- 
ready know before they can master the details of their 
new duties and become really valuable. In the meantime 
they have to depend on their staff sergeants, who possess 
that specialized knowledge. until they have acquired it 
themselves. And when, eventually, they have become of 
real value to the Service, they are relieved, their detail 
or anpointment having expired. 

When, furthermore, consideration is given to the fact 
that the officers. who have served their detail in the staff 
departments. will ordinarily not be again available for 
this duty on account of the flow of promotion, which will 
remove them from liability to another detail, the benefit 
of the detail is questionable. In most instances the 
knowledge acquired by these officers will be practically 
lost to the Service. If, however. a “Supply Corps” as 





here outlined should come into existence, it would insure 
a corns of efficient officers. familiar with their duties. who 
would not be promoted nor transferred to another branch 


to the detriment of their own, recruited from the very: 
best pick of all the enlisted men in the Service, bonded,: 
and in every way qualified for their position. 

They would have to attend to no regimental, battalion: 
or company practice marches, problems, drills and in- 
struction, to no garrison schools, target practice or re- 
connaissances, which all now detach the regimental staff 
officer from his duty in the quartermaster or commissary 
offices. Of course, the work of the offices goes along just 
the same, whether the officers are there or not; for, if the 
officer is absent, the staff sergeant is always there, taking: 
charge in his absence; but the sergeant is always handi- 
capped on account of his lack of authority. 

The actual duties devolving upon the commissioned 
staff of the supply departments may be said ordinarily to 
be limited to the signing of papers placed before them by 
their post non-commissioned staff sergeants. These men 
invariably prepare all reports, requisitions, estimates, cor- 
respondence, ete., including. everything but the signature 
of the quartermaster or commissary, as the case may 
be, and of the commanding officer, whenever the signature 
of the latter officer is required. The post non-commis- 
sioned staff sergeants are also held personally responsi- 
ble for the correctness of their papers, being discharged 
if inefficient; for the proper accounting for property, 
stores or funds pertaining to their different departments, 
and are personally liable for any shortage, damage or 
error occurring, unless the actual responsibility can be 
fixed on somebody else, by proofs beyond eavil. In short, 
the post non-commissioned staff sergeants have all the 
work, and all the responsibility of their offices. Why not 
give them also rank and pay?

A MERE MAN’S OPINION OF QUARTERS. 
To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

It is really refreshing to read in your issue of April 24 
the contribution of “An Army Girl” on the subject of 
“Army Flats.” Permit a now outsider to express some 
views anent this and kindred questions: 

Not long ago an article appeared in a leading paper 
under the head, “Do the People Approve of Extrava- 
gance in Public Appropriations?’ The fact seems to be 
that “the dear people.” who work hard to foot the bills, 
have little time to think about the billion dollar Con- 
They are too busy trying to make a moderate 
living te pay much attention to the inordinate extrava- 
ganee which that Apostle of Protection, Senator Aldrich, 
says has prevailed during recent years. It is claimed 
that no extravagance is more marked than in the money 
sometimes wasted to build palaces at Army posts—some 
of them remote from bases of economical supply—nosts: 
that are kept up and enlarged by the “pull” in certain 
states and “deestricts’ of politicians and others of in- 
fluence in dominant politics. 

As “An Army Girl” pertinently says: ‘The govern- 
ment spends much unnecessarily. Double sets of quar- 
ters for lieutenants cost the government from fifteen to 
iwenty thousand dollars each.” It is remarked that prob- 
ably a captain or a lieutenant now needs the increased 
pay of a field officer to live in modern style in such ex- 
pensive and elaborate quarters. As “An Army Girl’ 
further says: “The most practical and artistic of bun- 
galows, large and small. would cost from four thousand 
to six thousand dollars, * * * the smaller bungalows 
for lieutenants and the larger ones for captains.” <A 
seven-thousand-dollar bungalow ought to be good enough 
for a major or lieutenant colonel, and one costing from 
eight to nine thousand dollars ought to answer for a 
colonel or a brigadier general commanding a_ brigade 
post—occasionally an adjunct to help out the lame busi- 
ness of some struggling town or city. Such construction 
would cost “about $5,000 less” (on each building) “than 
ihe government now spends on houses not nearly so satis- 
factory nor good to look upon.” 

Quite true that ihe Army needs all essential comforts 
as to quarters and barracks, with free fuel, lights and 
heavy furniture. but the modern idea that officers and 
soldiers should. at certain places, be surfeited with ex- 
travagant luxuries in the height of fashion is one that 
sometimes tends to enervation, dissipation and_ineffi- 
ciency. 

Most assuredly your bright and practical ‘“‘Army Girl” 
correspondent could give those “who plan Army posts” 
(perhaps other buildings. too) many valuable “pointers” 
that weuld save our predigal Uncle Sam millions of dol- 
lars, and leave the Army auite as efficient for home and 
foreign service. In fact. the hint may be ventured that 
if investigated by some live, level-headed commission not 
given to “log-rolling’” for extravagant and needless ap- 
propriations, there might be found other useless expendi- 
tures in Army administration, such as transportation, 
uniform, mileage, detached service, ete., ete., that could 
be advantageously reduced, much to the relief of those 
who must work hard to pay the taxes. But Congress 
seems to be pretty busy now trying to help some favored 
classes at the expense of most of the toiling masses; and 
of course. it would be ungracious to single out the Army 
as the only class to he abruptly driven away from “the 
pie counter.” 

It seems frem press reports that an ex-Senator, em- 
vloyed to sing the song of Economy to the upper house, 
has pointed out the way to retrench on Army appropria- 
tions: but does he not “give himself away” when he, in 
effect. specially recommends increased expenditures of 
money at what he ealls the “centrally located” post in 
his own state—Indiana? That post is no more “centrally 
located” than a score of others that clamor for appropria- 
tions. The “paramount importance’? of some such posts 
is net visible to the military eve. We need but few large 
posts in the interior. but we do need good strong posts 
on or near our borders and seacoasts. 

Truly. “consistency is a jewel,” and “economy is a 
good thing”—for the other fellow.

The World’s Work publishes a chart designed to show 
that the theory that trusts raise prices is an unsound 
one. The chart is based on = statistics of wholesale 
prices contained in the Bulletin of the Bureau of Labor 
for March. 1908. From the 258 commodities listed in 
the Bulletin Mr. Stiles selects twenty-four for each of 
his groups, and finds for, the trust group an average 
price increase of about thirty-four per cent., as against 
an average increase of thirty-six per cent. for the other 
group. “‘Aside from the comparison of the prices of 
the ‘trust-made’ and ‘non-trust-made’ articles the diagram 
shows the rapid rise in the average price of the 258 com- 
modities chosen by the Bureau of Labor as the best in- 
dicators of the general economic condition of the coun- 
try. That rise was forty per cent.” 
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AERONAUTICAL NOTES. 

The second balloon ascension from Fort Myer in the 
Signal Corps series of instruction flights that has been 
begun there took place Wednesday, May 12, with Lieu- 
tenant Lahm in charge and Lieutenants Dickinson 
and Winter assisting. The start was made from the 
Washington gas works and ended at Cheltenham, Md. 
The balloon drifted back and forth across the Potomac, 
and the passengers had a novel experience in being able 


to watch from their floating coign of vantage the prog- 
ress of the extensive conflagration taking place in Al- 
exandria, by which a large part of the business por- 
tion of the quaint old Virginian town was destroyed. 
In a letter to Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal 
Officer, in which he does not indicate whether he will 
deliver his aeroplane at Fort Myer June 1 in accord- 
ance with his contract, A. M. Herring, of New York, 
requested that an officer of the aeronautical division 
be sent to Hammondsville, N.Y., to learn the operation 
of the machine. As Herring is due to deliver his 
aeroplane at Fort Myer June 1, General Allen has de- 
cided that he will not send an officer in accordance 
with Herring’s request. 

Messrs. Wilbur and Orville Wright, the aviators, ar- 
rived at New York May 11 on board the Kronprinzessin 
Cecilie. On board the revenue cutter Hudson, that met 
the steamer at Quarantine, was A. Holland Forbes, act- 
ing president of the Aero Club of America; Robert Lee 
Morrell, representing the aviation section of the Automo- 
bile Club of America; Dr. William J. Hammer, of the 
Aeronautic Society; a detachment of custom house in- 
spectors, in charge of acting deputy surveyor, Capt. W. S. 
Conrow, together with newspaper men, the camera squad, 
A. Leo Stevens, a balloonist, and a delegation from the 
1st Signal Corps, N.G.N.Y. Concerning their future 
movements, the brothers stated that they had no fixed 
plans for flying after their trials at Fort Myer, where 
they felt confident of winning the government’s award of 
$25,000. They said their machine was now being built 
at their home in Dayton; that it was of their established 
iype, and represented no new ideas acquired in Europe. 
The brothers also spoke of their contracts with the 
Irench, German, Spanish and Italian governments, and 
of still another contract worth $100,000 they expect to 
land soon. They said they had sixty machines now build- 
ing in Europe, aud would manufacture in England on 
their own account, not having disposed of their English 
patent rights. He said their longest flight was made at 
Le Mans, France, lasting two hours and twenty-one min- 
utes. The longest flight was 99.8 kilometers for the 
Michelin prize. Concerning tne future use of the aero- 
plane, Wilbur Wright said: “You cannot use it for 
freight or passengers any more than you would use a 
race-horse for heavy trucking. The flying machine will 
find its use in special fields, such as carrying messages, 
or mail matter, or other uses where great speed is re- 
quired.” : 
' Orville Wright says that never again can such an acci- 
dent befall one of the Wright aeroplanes as that which 
caused the death last year of Lieutenant Selfridge and 
the serious injury of himself during the flying tests at 
Iort Myer. Technical changes have been made in the 
machines which will make it impossible for the rudder, 
which was at fault in that case and not the propeller, as 
erroneously believed at the time, to throw the machine 
to the ground. The coming flights at Fort Myer will be 
made by Orville Wright, who has entirely recovered from 
the injuries he received in the fall of the aeroplane. 

Capt. John C. Fremont, of the U.S.S. Mississippi, does 
not believe that the battleship is to be superseded by air 
craft. He says: “Did you ever try to drop a marble 
from the second story of a building into a hat on the 
ground?” Well, that is just about as easy to do as it 
is to drop a lyddite shell from an airship upon a bat- 
tleship. The currents of the air will invariably cause the 
shell to fall in some place other than that designed. 
From recent experiments, it has been shown that an 
aerial vessel is helpless and can be shot to pieces at an 
altitude of more than two miles before it can reach a po- 
sition anything like directly over the object it seeks to 
attack.”

The Judge Advoeate General has rendered an opin- 
ion to the effect that a soldier who enlisted while out 
on bail and under indictment for burglary in Wings 
County, N.Y., and who pleaded guilty to attempted 
burglary and served six months for the crime, inten- 
tionally concealed his bad character and is liable to 
trial for fraudulent enlistment. 

The War Department has decided that there is au- 
thority of law for the employment of privates as prison 
guards, and that their compensation should be not less 
than thirty-five cents a day additional to their regular 
pay. 

A modification has been made of the canteen, is- 
sued to the Cavalry, by removing the triangular metal 
loops at the sides that were not covered, which rusted 
and often broke in two; and substituting a new ar- 
rangement in the canvas cover by which the strap goes 
entirely around the canteen, and in one pattern is coy- 
ered by the canvas and in another has four canvas 
loops holding it in place. The new eanteen will be 
submitted to the Cavalry board for report. 


The Army Ordnance Department has submitted ta 





the Infantry board a new form of wire cutter that is 
believed to have many features of advantage. It is 
the invention of Mr. John Nelson, of Washington, and 
is contrived to go on the rifle like the bayonet; it is 
operated by a spring so that the soldier may hold it 
out at arm’s length in front of him and cut away any 
sort of wire obstruction. 


G.O. 90, May 5, 1909, War Dept., publishes the pro- 
ceedings of the G.C.M. in the case of 2d Lieut. Gordon 
A. Dennis, 20th U.S. Inf., found guilty of drunkenness 
and conduct unbecoming an officer and gentleman and 
who was sentenced to dismissal. The sentence was ap- 
proved by President Taft. 
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Capt. Peter C. Hains, having been found guilty of man- 
slaughter in the first degree, the penalty for which may 
be a term of imprisonment for twenty years or less, at 
the discretion of the court, will in due course be tried by 
court-martial and on conviction dismissed from the Army. 
This was the procedure in the case of Major Carrington, 
convicted by a Philippine court, whose action was sus- 
tained by the higher court of the Islands, but finally re- 
versed by the Supreme Court of the United States. Ma- 
jor Carrington was surrendered to the military authori- 
ties, tried, and dismissed from the Army. There seems 
to be no other way to dispose of such a case. Captain 
Hains is still an officer of the Army, although he does 
not draw pay while in the custody of the civil authorities, 
and he would, if not tried by court-martial and dismissed, 
remain an officer to the end of his term of imprisonment, 
and then require action to determine his status. The 
question of sanity may play an important part in the ac- 
tion of the military branch of the government. Captain 
Hains’s case will probably be appealed, but if he is finally 
acquitted by the civil courts, he may be forced to face 





charges by court-martial, notwithstanding. The military . 


authorities must await the termination of the civil pro- 
ceedings in New York and obtain custody of the officer 
before a court-martial can be begun. 








The committee selected to test the ammunition for 
the million rounds to be provided by the government 
from which to supply the competitors at Camp Perry 
this summer met at Frankford Arsenal Wednesday, 
May 12, and inspected the consignments of ammuni- 
tion shipped there. On Friday they went to Sea Girt, 
N.J., to conduct the tests on the range there with fixed 
rests on specially prepared foundations. The commit- 
tee consists of Gen. Bird W. Spencer, inspector of rifle 
practice for the state of New Jersey; Col. Thomas B. 
Talbott, of the Massachusetts National Guard; Col. N. 
B. Thurston, of the National Guard, of New York; 
Gen. James A. Drain, of the state of Washington; and 
Lieut. Charles A. Meals, Ordnance Department, U.S.A. 
Capt. Frederick W. Hinrichs, C.A.C., detailed to the 
Ordnance Department, who was originally appointed to 
the committee, has been relieved on account of severe 
illness and Lieutenant Meals takes his place. The first 
ammunition tested at Sea Girt was the caliber .30 for 
the Springfield rifle, the competitors being the Union 
Metallic Cartridge Company, the Winchester Ammuni- 
tion Company and the United States Cartridge Com- 
pany. The same competitors and the Western Cart- 
ridge Company competed in the test of revolver ammu- 
nition caliber .38. 
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Addressing the East Asiatic Society in New York 
city, this week, Baron Takahira, Japanese Ambassador 
to Washington, said: “I was rather surprised only a 
few weeks ago wien told in Connecticut that some 
people believed the Atlantic Fleet visited Japan last 
year for the purpose of a demonstration, as though the 
welcome extended to the officers and men of that mag- 
nificent fleet by the Japanese government and people 
was a result of intimidation. Nothing can be further 
from the truth. It was I who handed to the Secretary 
of State the most courteous invitation of the Japanese 
government, who sincerely desired to take the oppor- 
tunity of their visit to strengthen the traditional friend- 
ly relations between the United States and Japan. Be- 
lieve me, when I say that peace is now the watchword 
throughout Japan, especially among the commercia! 
corporations, industrial circles and educational societies, 
which are the three great factors constituting the na- 
tional strength.” 





The uses to which motion pictures may be put are 
many and varied. The Motion.Picture Patents Company 
has issued a license to the United States Navy to operate 
under its patents, in making motion pictures of battle- 
ships in action. The camera will be adjusted after the 
fashion of the compass, so that it will remain level in 
spite of the pitching and tossing of the ship. Pictures 
will then be made of the various vessels under full speed, 
firing at a target. ‘The results, it is stated, will be shown 
on a screen, as in a regular motion picture show, before 
the Naval Board, thus enabling them to study the rela- 
tive merits of the different classes of vessels, their meth- 
ods of handling and firing, their efficiency, ete. This will 
be the first time that motion pictures have been so ap- 
plied. 
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The fact that the auditorium of the electrical exposi- 
tion at Omaha, Neb., was lighted on May 12 with an 
electric impulse sent from the wireless tower at Fort 
Omaha, six miles away, will give encouragement to 
those enthusiasts in wireless research who have pre- 
dicted that the time will come when electric waves, 
propagated by wireless generators, will be able to ex- 
plode magazines on board warships at a distance of 
many miles. The engineer who had charge of this 
novel lighting arrangement at Omaha was assisted by 
members of the Signal Corps, U.S.A., under command 
of Lieut. Col. William A. Glassford, U.S.A, The 
same engineer has already operated a motor car with 
electricity from a distance sent by wireless waves. 
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A naval lieutenant, stationed in Washington, while 
striving to comply with the order for physical tests 
has met with a misfortune that it would have seemed 
might have been foreseen and prevented. In common 
with a number of brother officers he had been for a 
fortnight practicing long distance walking, and had 
made on three consecutive days twenty-five, twenty- 
three and eighteen miles. When finally he thought he 
was in fit condition for the test he went before the 


medical board for examination preparatory to the 
walk. He was promptly informed that in his efforts 
to train into shape he had ruptured himself and must 
in due course be retired.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

_ Major. Bradner D. Slaughter, Pay Dept., U.S.A., act- 
ing chief paymaster of the Department of Missouri, died 
in Omaha, Neb., May 8, 1909, from heart disease. Major 
Slanghter was at one time commander of the Department 
of Nebraska, Grand Army of the Republic, and Grand 
Master of the Nebraska Masonic lodge. He was born in 
New Yrork Nov. 12, 1849, and was appointed a captain 
and paymaster in the Army Feb. 8, 1901. He served in 
the Philippines as a second lieutenant, 2d U.S. Infantry, 
in 1899, and was also appointed a major and additional 
paymaster of Volunteers. 

The funeral services of Capt. George Nelson, who died 
in Maumee, Ohio, May 2, 1909, were held in Maumee, 
Ohio, and in Piqua, Ohio. May 5, 1909, where he was 
interred. Capt. George Nelson enlisted in April, 1861, 
his commission as captain dating from May. He served 
until the-close of the war as ¢aptain of Company K, 12th 
Regiment. of Indiana Volunteers, first in the division of 
the Potomac, and afterward with Sherman, made the 





celebrated march to the sea, participating in all the impor- 
tant battles of that memorable campaign. At the battle of 
Richmond, Ky., he was reported dead, but brought in the 
remains of his command. At the battle before Atlanta, 
July 22, 1864, he carried off under fire, on his shoulder, 
a soldier who had been shot through the thigh. At the 
taking of Fort McAllister, Dec. 18, 1864, he took down 
the Confederate flag. Quoting from a note which was 
added to his official report: “I had the honor of captur- 
ing the flag which was on the fort, and which was in my 
possession until a requisition from the commanding gen- 
eral was made for the flag which was displayed on a 
building at the corner of a street in Savannah, where 
we were passing in review before some of the Cabinet 
from Washington, who had come down to look the Army 
over.” Signed George Nelson, A.A., Inspector General 
1st Brigade, 4th Division, 15th Army Corps. Many in- 
cidents of Captain Nelson’s heroism could be recited, but 
they are already recorded in the official report of those 
campaigns. 

P.A. Surg. James P. De Bruler, U.S.N., who died on 
board the U.S.S. Paducah May 7, 1909, was born in 
Evansville, Indiana, on June 23, 1877, and entered the 
naval Service as an assistant surgeon on Jan. 3, 1903. 
He served at the Naval Hospital, Norfolk, Va., 1903-4; 
on duty at naval station, Olongapo, P.I., May-July, 1904; 
on U.S.S. Eleano, August, 1904, to March, 1 > was 
promoted to passed assistant surgeon on Jan. 3, 1906; 
and was at the navy yard, Washington, D.C., Aug. 1, 
1906, to Sept. 25, 1906. He was on duty in the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery, Navy Department, and ad- 
ditional duty at the Naval Medical School, Washing- 
ton, D.C., Sept. 26, 1906, to Nov. 16, 1906; and on Nov. 
20, 1906, was assigned to duty on board the U.S.S. Padu- 
cah, remaining on that duty until the date of his death. 

Capt. George L. Wentworth, military storekeeper, N. 
G.N.Y., and a veteran of the 8th Regiment, N.G.N.Y., 
died at his home in Brooklyn, N.Y., May 5, 1909. He 
was born in this city, and his father was Lieut. Col. Obed 
FE’. Wentworth, who also served with the 8th Regiment. 
Captain Wentworth joined the 8th Regiment as a 
private on Oct. 20, 1865, and was appointed quartermas- 
ter with the rank of first lieutenant in 1880, and adju- 
tant in 1888. He was appointed military storekeeper in 
1899. During the war with Spain he served as regiment- 
al quartermaster. He held the brevet of major. His 
remains were buried in Greenwood, May 9, with mili- 
tary honors, a battalion of the regiment parading and 
one company firing the customary volleys.

A tribute is paid to the memory of the late Lieut. 
Thomas E. Selfridge, U.S.A., in Aeronautics for April, 
by C. H. Claudy, a newspaper correspondent, who wit- 
nessed the series of aeroplane experiments in one of which 
Lieutenant Selfridge lost his life. Mr. Claudy says in 
part: “Because everyone, from the humblest rear rank 
private to the general in command of the corps to which 
Selfridge was attached, liked him—because we, the news- 
paper correspondents, found him not only the usual com- 
bination of officer and gentleman, but, in addition, mod- 
est, retiring, and affable, an able speaker and a willing 
helper out of difficulties, I want to go on record with this 
little tribute to a man whose loss to the cause he was 
serving, as well as to the Army of which he was proud 
to be an officer, is greater than we can realize as yet. 
Few men at twenty-six years of age have so much the 
poise and dignity that were his. If I were asked to sum 
up Selfridge in one word, and was forbidden the obvious 
‘manly,’ I should say ‘unassuming.’ Lieutenant Selfridge 
had unusual ability, not only in his own special line, but 
in a general adaptability to whatever he put his hands. 
TPersonally, Selfridge was good to look upon. He was a 
splendidly built, athletic chap, with the natural grace of 
the strong man. He had one of the kindest pairs of eyes 
T ever looked into, and his voice would have charmed a 
savage. Selfridge had tact. The gentle way, the tactful 
way, was, with him, the effective way. I have never 
heard him raise his voice, but I never saw the soldier 
who didn’t fairly jump for anything Lieutenant Selfridge 
wanted. * * He died as a soldier should—doing 
his duty; he died as I believe he would have chosen to 
die—after five minutes of happiness in the air he had 
given his best years and thought to conquer.”

After an heroic struggle of nearly three years, in which 
she summoned to her aid the assistance of a Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, a United States 
Senator, and the head of the Government Hospital for 
the Insane, Mrs. Catherine Dodge, of Washington, widow 
of Capt. Charles Dodge, U.S.A., has at last had her sanity 
legally established. Judge Ross, of the Probate Court 
of Indianapolis, Ind., on April 27 discharged the Farm- 
ers’ Trust Company of that city from its capacity as 
guardian of Mrs. Dodge, and from now on she will be sole 
manager of her own estate, of some $20,000. Before 
Judge Ross announced his decision that Mrs. Dodge was 
of sound mind, he listened to depositions from Associate 
Justice Brewer, of the United States Supreme Court ; 
from Senator Gallinger, of New Hampshire; and from 
Dr. William A. White, head of the Government Hos- 
pital for the Insane, and at one time an expert witness 
in the famous Thaw case. The Judge likewise heard 
statements and depositions by physicians who had been 
familiar with the condition of Mrs. Dodge’s mind more 
than two years ago, when they believed from an exami- 
nation made at that time that she was insane and would 
never recover. But more important than all the deposi- 
tions of physicians and prominent men of the country 
was the testimony of Mrs. Dodge herself, who was in 
court. She related to the court how in the fall of 1906 
her brother, who lived in Indiana and has since died, 
succeeded in having a guardian appointed for her, and 
finally brought about her incarceration in a sanatorium 
in Indianapolis and later in Oxford, Ohio.

The historic flag of the 2d Maryland Infantry, Con- 
federate Army, which was carried through many battles, 
once more led a few surviving members of the regiment 
on May 7, 1909, through the streets of Annapolis, Md., 
to the Statehouse, where, after it had been accepted by 
Governor Crothers, it was placed in the flagroom of the 
Statehouse with the other banners already there. The 
flag, which had been in possession of the 23d Ohio Infan- 
try since the Battle of Hatchers Run, April 2, 1865, was 
recently returned to the original owners, and has been in 
the custody of the adjutant general since its arrival from 
Ohio. On May 7 the flag was turned over to Company 
M. 1st Maryland Regiment, headed by Lieut. Louis B. 
Meyers, who, in turn, handed it to the veterans, who ar- 
rived on a special train from Baltimore shortly after 1 
o'clock. Color Sergt. George E. Probest, who carried the 
same flag through several battles, at one time having the 
staff splintered in his hand, bore the banner to the State- 
house. The parade was headed by the Naval Academy 
Band and passed around St. Anne’s Church to the old 
front of the state capitol. Following the band were the 
officers of the 5th Regiment Veteran Corps and the Con- 
federate Veterans. The Daughters of the Confederacy 
and many women from Baltimore and Washington 
marched in the rear of the procession. 

Pay Dir. C. S. Williams, Comdrs. W. R. Rush and J. 
F. Luby, U.S.N., on duty at the navy yard, Boston, last 
week, took the walking test required by General Order 
No. 6. They started and completed the walk, as @ group, 
under the provisions of the General Order, and completed 
the test on May 6, 7 and 8.

On the second day the 
walk was from Salem to the navy yard, same distance, in 
5 hours and 12 minutes, and the third day, there being 
only about ten miles left to complete the fifty required; 
the walk was from the navy yard to the State Bath 
House at Revere Beach, where a rest of forty minutes 
was taken, and return to the navy yard, time 2 hours 25 
minutes. The total distance covered was 51 1-5 miles in 
14 hours and 34 minutes; that is, one mile in 17 minutes, 
or fifty miles in 14 hours and 10 minutes, including all 
stops. The weather the first day was unseasonably warm, 
the temperature rising to between 80 degrees and 90. de- 
grees F., without a breeze. On the other two days it 
was clear and fine. This method of twenty miles a day 
for the first two days and ten miles for the third day 
was decided upon beforehand, and, after the walk, these 
officers’ agreed that it was probably the best arrangement 
of the distance that could'be made: ; Ba:

Reisinger, Pay Corps, U.S.M.C. The first day they 
made thirty-one miles in five hours and _ twenty-five 
minutes. The second day they made thirty miles in 
six hours and twenty-three minutes, and the third dav 
they went thirty miles in six hours and fifty-six min- 
utes. The route was out the Conduit Road to the north 
of Washington into the mountains of Maryland in the 
Monocacy Valley.

A QUESTION OF ENLISTMENT. 


Charles Coe was deprived of $233.79, which he claimed 
as pay for continuous service, on the ground that he had 
not re-enlisted within the required limit of three months. 
His application for re-enlistment had been made within 
the proper term, but his re-enlistment was delayed 
by the preoccupation of the recruiting officer with other 
matters until the three months had passed. He appealed 
to the Court of Claims, which decided, March 29, 1909, 
as follows: 


“In order. to become a soldier in the United States 
Army; i.e., in order to become a fully enlisted man, the 
party must first enlist by signing the prescribed applica- 
tion, and he must then be accepted and sworn into the 
Service by the proper officer, who is then said to have 
enlisted the soldier. The signing of the application pro- 
vided by the Articles of War is the only act in the mat- 
ter of enlistment which can be performed by the soldier 
without the co-operation and assistance of the recruiting 
officer. We believe that when a soldier presents himself 
for service in the Army, signs the prescribed applica- 
tion and submits to and successfully passes a medical ex- 
amination, he has re-enlisted within the meaning of Sec- 
tion 1284, Revised Statutes. That statute was enacted to 
encourage soldiers who had seen military service to con- 
tinue in the Army, and it very properly gave them the 
whole of three months’ time between such service. Any 
other construction ‘of this statute would be liable to do 
rank injustice, as in the case at bar. The claimant had 
made arrangements with the recruiting officer, who was 
his former captain, to appear upon the last day to re-enter 
the Service; signed the application provided by the Army 
Regulations, successfully passed the medical examination, 
and was ready to submit to the last act to complete his 
change of status, and was only prevented from doing so 
by circumstances over which he had no control and which 
the recruiting officer might have controlled. It is per- 
haps unnecessary to add that we think paragraph 835 of 
the Army Regulations is not contrary to the Revised 
Statutes quoted. It was argued by the government at- 
torney at the trial that the claimant did not come within 
the provisions of that paragraph, because (1) it was not 
necessary to obtain information in his case (2) or the 
approval of higher authority. From our view of the 
statute as stated the claimant was within the law without 
this regulation, and if he were not, the circumstances of 
this case justify the presumption that he was also within 
the regulation. It is the decision of the court that the 
claimant is entitled to pay for continuous service in the 
Army, as stated in the foregoing conclusion of law, and 
judgment will be entered accordingly.” 

_ The War Department informed the Comptroller that 
it proposed to take an appeal from this decision and 
would co-operate with him in the preparation and pre- 
sentation of such appeal. “In reply the Comptroller says: 
“JI have the honor to inform you that I have read care- 
fully the decision of the Court of Claims above referred 
to, and I am of opinion, upon the facts found, which facts 
are conclusive upon the Appellate Court, that the deci- 
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sion is one involving considerable doubt as to its legality. 
A decision by the court of last resort would put to rest 
the question of law involved therein and be of great aid 
in the future in cases of like import where the act of en- 
listment does not seem to be legally complete until after 
three months from date of last discharge. I will be glad, 
therefore, to have at some early day convenient to you 
such brief and argument as you may care to submit.” 





NAVAL HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


The meeting called by Rear Admiral Goodrich, to con- 
sider the formation of a Naval Historical Society, was 
held at the New York Yacht Club on the evening of Sat- 
urday, May 8, and resulted in the formation of a society, 
composed so far of Rear Admirals Caspar F. Goodrich 
and Henry Erben, Capts. J. N. Murdock and Daniel Dele- 
hanty, Comdrs. John Hood and Herbert O. Dunn, of the 
Navy, and Messrs. James Barnes, Franklin Roosevelt and 
William C. Church. Capt. John S. Barnes, late U.S. 
Navy, was elected president of the society and Robert 
Wilder Neeser secretary and treasurer. Action for the 
organization of the society was taken thus promptly be- 
cause attention had been called to the fact that most valu- 
able collections of naval historical documents and data 
would be placed at its disposal when it was in a condition 
to receive them. How soon this will be depends upon the 
degree of interest shown in the project by Navy officers 
and others who may be willing to join the society, which 
they can do by remitting five dollars for annual dues to 
the treasurer, whose address is Robert W. Neeser, 1076 
Chapel St., New Haven, Conn. The fitness of the selection 
of officers of the society is obvious. Captain Barnes’s inter- 
est in its purposes is indicated by unique and valuable col- 
lections he has made of naval historical material, and 
Mr. Neeser, though still a‘young man, has distinguished 
himself in the same line by his authorship of that monu- 
mental work, the “Statistical and Chronological History 
of the U.S. Navy, 1775-1907.” 

At the meeting, over which Admiral Goodrich presided, 
an organization committee was selected, composed of Ad- 
miral Goodrich, W. C. Church and Franklin Roosevelt. 
As we stated last week, the object of the society is to col- 
lect, preserve and make available for the use of students 
of naval history naval matter now embodied in private 
correspondence and in journals and log books that are pri- 
vately owned and other interesting material of like char- 
acter. It should be remembered that what is being under- 
taken in the formation of this historical society is wholly 
a labor of love on the part of those engaged in the work, 
and it makes equal demands upon the services of all who 
are interested in its success. Out of just such begin- 
nings as this have grown many of the principal public 
institutions of the country. The material at the disposdl 
of the society is abundant and its preservation and pub- 
lication will add valuable and yet unwritten chapters to 
the history of the Navy, with a corresponding increase in 
its prestige.

109, Army 
Regulations, and when an enlisted man on furlough or absent 
without leave applies to a recruiting officer for transporta- 
tion and subsistence to enable him to rejoin his proper sta- 
tion, the recruiting officer will report the fact by telegraph 
directly to The Adjutant General of the Army, with request 
for instructions. A department commander has no authority 
to act in such a case. 

3. Publishes an opinion of the Judge Advocate General of 
the Army, which has been approved by the Secretary of 
War, on the question as to whether the provisions of Par. 
131, A.R., in regard to making good time lost by absence 
without leave, are to be considered as applying to absence in 
the hands of the civil authorities where a man has been ar- 
rested, tried, convicted and is held to serve sentence.

INSTRUCTION FOR ENGINEER 2D LIEUTENANTS. 
G.O. 4, MAY 1, 1909, CHIEF OF ENGINEERS. 

The educational scheme outlined below for officers entering 
the Corps of Engineers, U.S. Army, has been approved by 
the Secretary of War, and will be carried into effect beginning 
with the class which graduates from West Point in June, 
1909. 

Graduates assigned to the Corps of Engineers will be or- 
dered on the expiration of their graduation leave to report for 
instruction to Engineer officers in charge of selected Engineer 
districts, where they will have an opportunity to study the 
theory and practice of engineering as applied to various im- 
portant construction works of the Corps. This assignment 
will be so arranged that each young officer, during his first 
year of service, will have experience on the Panama Canal, 
on breakwater or jetty work in connection with harbor im- 
provements, on river improvement including canalization and 
movable-dam construction, and on rock excavation under 
water, dredging, and similar work. During this period these 
officers will be required by the district engineer officers to 
make a thorough study of the works in progress, and to take 
notes on what they see and do. The last two weeks at each 
station will be devoted to writing a descriptive memoir upon 
the works observed, which shall include a comparison of the 
theory and practice of the work under observation. This 
memoir will be sent through the immediate commanding offi- 
cer, who will indorse thereon such remarks as may be perti- 
nent, to the Chief of Engineers, for submission to the Engi- 
neer School. If the memoirs are satisfactory to the School 
Board the author will be given a corresponding credit in the 
school course. 

The second year after graduation will be spent at the 
Engineer School at Washington Barracks, where the student 
officer will take the prescribed course in civil engineering, 
light-house construction, mechanical and electrical engineer- 
ing, seacoast defenses and permanent fortifications, including 
fand defenses of important harbors. This course will em- 
brace such theoretical and practical instruction as is neces- 
sary to fit the officers for their duties as constructing engi- 
neers on the works under the charge of the Corps. 

Upon the completion of the course at Washington Barracks 
the young officers will be assigned to civil or military duty 
for several years as assistants to older officers. Assignments 
will be so arranged that each officer will serve with Engineer 
troops for at least four years before attaining the rank of 
captain. At least one year of this period will be spent at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kas., where the student officers will be 
separated from direct service with Engineer troops and will 
take the course at the Engineer School of the Line. During 
this period cf instruction the junior officers will be brought 
into immediate contact with other troops of the line in order 
that they may be fully fitted to perform the duties of Engi- 
neer officers with the mobile army. 

Before reporting at the station to which they are assigned 
at the end of their graduation leave, the student officers 
should provide themselves with the following professional 
books (we omit the list), which can be advantageously used 
in connection with the study of the works in progress. Dis- 
trict officers should use their judgment in selecting and pre- 
scribing for study at each station such portions of thee- 
books as should be read by the student officers in connection 
with the particular class of work in progress in that district. 

Certain other books on the foregoing list an be obtained 
from the Engineer Department or War Department libraries. 
It is desirable, however, that the private professional library 
of each Engineer officer should contain the books given in 
the foregoing list.

CAMP JOSSMAN NOTES. 


Camp Jossman, P.I., April 1, 1909. 

Just a year ago to-day the 4th Infantry sighted the island 
of Guimaras, and continued to view the pretty wooded cliffs of 
their future home from the harbor for several days while 
quarantined on board the U.S.A.T. Thomas for measles. 

Camp Jossman has proved a very pleasant place in which 
to live. The constant monsoons have kept the temperature 
down to pleasant limits. Last September and again in Decem- 
ber typhoons passed near enough to subject the post to heavy 
rains, the nearest to real storms we have experienced. The 
post itself, built in a grove of cocoanut trees and surrounded 
by green lawns which merge into the surrounding fields of 
cogon grass or rice paddies, is much like a well-kept park.

Great interest is 
shown in this practical gardening, and it is a common in- 
cident to see officers of every regimental rank out person- 
ally encouraging beans or watermelons to grow as they do 
back in the States. Lieutenant Farnham is waiting patiently 
for some little alligator pear trees to fruit, plants he brought 
from Honolulu last November. Mosquitoes have been con- 
spicuous mainly by their absence. During the wet season 
snipe abounded in the nearby rice paddies and furnished 
good sport to all who cared for hunting. 

The quartermaster has placed the road from the post to 
the beach in thorough repair. He is now extending the pier 
at the landing out to deep water, so that large vessels can 
be unloaded without the medium of lighters. Several new 
officers’ and N.C.O. quarters have been built, and all the 
old buildings placed in complete repair. Under the direction 
of Lieutenant Brady the target range has been improved and 
doubled in capacity Target practice is being conducted 
this year with much better results than last season.

Two fire control masts of woven steel tubing 
have been completed at the Philadelphia Navy Yard 
this week. These are for the Georgia and Kansas. At 
the New York Yard there are three, similar masts well 
along toward completion, and material . is coming in 
rapidly for others that are to be made there. This 
week the material that has been long delayed arrived 








at the Norfolk Yard, and the work of constructing the 
masts that are to be installed on the battleships there 
has been started with a rush. Anticipating the need of 
expeditious work when the delayed tubing should ar- 
rive the constructor in charge has got all other work 
practically done and the force can be concentrated on 
the masts. 





In the present condition of existing law in the Unit- 
ed States as to the sale of Army clothing and the ab- 
sence of any legislation whatever on the subject in 
the Philippines, it is possible for men in the islands to 
carry on a thriving business in selling and buying Army 
uniforms without becoming liable to imprisonment. 
Brigadier General Bliss in his last report asked for 
legislation by Congress to remedy the situation, and an 
attempt was made to secure the passage by the Philip- 
pine Legislature of a law to prevent the sale there of 
Army clothing, but no action resulted. The Secretary 
of War will renew in his annual report the request 
that Congress take steps to protect the government in 
the matter.

The trenching bayonet that has been in use in the 
Army has been found to be defective in shape and 
strength, and will hereafter be made much heavier. 
The blade will be doubled in thickness and more highly 
tempered. It is believed that this change will enable 
the tool to withstand the strain of the thrust in trench- 
ing and prevent its frequent breaking. 
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SIMPLIFYING THE FIELD EQUIPMENT. 


The field equipment of the foot-soldier of the United 
States Army is receiving exhaustive consideration at the 
hands of a carefully selected board of officers, appointed 
by the War Department order of April 9, published in 
our issue of April 17, page 931. Some of the Infantry 
have been persistently endeavoring for a long time to 
make various changes in the field kit. If the weight car- 
ried by the infantryman can be reduced and yet meet 
the demands of necessity, a most beneficial improvement 
will have been accomplished. The weight of his arms and 
accouterments is now 46 lbs. 4 oz.; add to this the weight 
of his clothing, which is 12 lbs. 4 oz., and he has a dead 
weight of 58 Ibs. 8 oz. to carry. This is about forty per 
cent. of his own weight and the question at once arises, 
whether he can carry this burden mile after mile, hour 
after hour, and at the end be fitted to meet an emergency 
requiring further endurance and activity. Yet in spite 
of this knowledge of the overweighting of the foot-soldier 
comes the suggestion that every individual soldier should 
carry an intrenching tool. The common impression seems 
to be that the infantryman is a sort of strong man of 
the circus, judging from the recommendation which ap- 
peared in a recent publication that every alternative sol- 
dier should carry a small mallet for the purpose of knock- 
ing in tent pegs or pins, the handle to be one foot long 
and the head of the mallet to be of hard wood, four 
inches square. 

A thoughtful study of the annual reports of depart- 
ment commanders shows that the majority are satisfied 
with the present equipment. One thinks that the present 
kit should be retained, but that in all practice marches 
and field duty the local C.O. should have the authority 
to vary the contents of the kit and the manner of carry- 
ing it to meet conditions as they exist. Another depart- 
ment commander says that the articles composing the 
present kit should remain a part of the field kit and be 
at hand in the garrison for use in the field if required, 
and that local C.O.’s should have authority to modify 
the pack in accordance with the necessities of the par- 
ticular case. The pack for the Infantry soldier, accord- 
ing to the view of another department commander, should 
be so arranged that he can throw off the whole of it 
except the ammunition belt, bayonet and canteen in the 
shortest possible time. In none of these reports is any 
mention made of a change in the method of carrying the 
roll. 

The general trend of opinion among infantrymen of 
experience seems to be that the soldier’s load should be 
reduced to the rifle, ammunition, canteen, one light-weight 
blanket, three days’ rations, and perhaps a light rain- 
proof shelter-half, the remainder of the kit being carried 
in the train. No one will deny that the greater the 
weight carried the greater the reduction of marching 
ability, no matter how well trained the soldier may be. 
In discussing a trip through India, Major William C. 
Brown, U.S.A., recently said that the native infantryman 
was much less burdened than ours, in the field, on march- 
es, in maneuvers, etc., there the weight consisting of the 
rifle. 100 rounds of ammunition, three days’ ration and 
but little less. There is thought to be a feeling in the 
Infantry in favor of a water-proof shelter-half, or better 
even than this, a shelter-half made of material designated 
as silk by tent makers, thereby eliminating the poncho 
from the equipment. However, there are those who speak 
well of the poncho and would not like to see it disappear, 
suggesting that it be transferred to the surplus kit for 
transportation in wagons. During the Civil War, and 
since, our Army has tried every conceivable kind of pack, 
from the blanket roll to the oil or enameled cloth knap- 
sack, the spotted hair seal knapsack, the canvas knapsack, 
the canvas blanket bag, the Merriam pack, etc., but has 
never succeeded in satisfying itself. 

Officers of the Ordnance Department naturally resent 
any attempt to lay the blame for unsuitable or unsatis- 
factory equipment at the door of that department. A 
criticism has been made that when the cartridge belt is 
worn as prescribed by the O.D. the position is unnatural 
and possesses most of the objections to the corset as now 
worn by women, but the O.D. would undoubtedly make 
any changes if there were a widespread sentiment to show 
that the belts are now improperly worn. It has been sug- 
gested that the cartridge belt with nothing attached to it, 
except the bayonet scabbard and the intrenching tool, 
should be worn loosely around the waist as revolver and 
helt are worn by the frontiersman, since it is claimed 
that the belt in this manner acts as a truss and prevents 
ruptures. Many advocate a return to the knapsack to 
be carried instead of the roll and haversack, and several 
excellent reasons are given for this change. Some sug- 
gest giving up leggins for puttees, and overcoats for pea- 
jackets. The Ordnance Department, as was stated in 


our number for April 24, page 957, has under considera- 
tion and test ‘several kinds of equipments and devices, 
and has also obtained samples of field equipments of the 
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foot-soldiers of France, Austria, Spain, Sweden, Ger- 
many, Italy, Norway, England, Russia, Holland, Swit- 
zerland, Denmark and Belgium for study and test in 
comparison with the equipment now carried by the In- 
fantry of the United States. These equipments, together 
with the reports made upon them and upon the different 
devices which have been tried in the Service, have been 
turned over to this board which is to devise a pack and 
a method of carrying the canteen and haversack, if the 
latter be included in the pack, the cartridge belt and other 
equipments. The board will have at the Rock Island Ar- 
senal the material and skilled workmen needed for its 
purposes. Officers have been invited to submit to the 
board direct ideas regarding equipment or pertinent to 
its work. The board will also have at its disposal for 
practical.and final tests a battalion of infantry if needed, 
which will be sent to the arsenal to be encamped there 
during the time necessary, or if the board prefers it, may 
go to one of the largest posts, such as Fort Benjamin 
Harrison, and there try out the various articles of equip- 
ment. 

That the present equipment is not altogether satisfac- 
tory there can be little doubt, in the light of the com- 
plaints and suggestions constantly made, especially with 
regard to the blanket roll pack, which has superseded all 
others. Department commanders have not expressed 
themselves one way or the other relative to the manner 
of carrying the pack roll. The equipments of the foreign 
foot-soldier were accurately described with illustrations 
in a document issued several years ago by the military 
information bureau division of the General Staff. This 
has been sent to every post and regiment headquarters 
and to many officers. 

While great benefit is sure to result from the delibera- 
tions of the equipment board, we cannot share the opti- 
mistie opinion of the Journal of the U.S. Infantry Asso- 
ciation, which publishes important observations on this 
subject. Our Service contemporary believes that now is 
the time to settle definitely upon what is to be carried 
and the manner of carrying it, and that, after the deci- 
sion has been arrived at, it should be thoroughly under- 
stood that no changes can be expected for many, many 
years to come.” However wise and profound the studies 
of this board may be and however painstaking their work, 
it is not to be expected that in an organization which 
holds so many critical minds as the U.S. Infantry there 
will long be unquestioning acceptance of its conclusions. 
The steady progress that is making in the equipment of 
the soldier, with the invention of new material for uni- 
forms, of new types of rifle, etc., all make for new ideas 
as to the pack and the method of carrying it, and it is 
scarcely likely that any officer who goes abroad for a 
close study of the equipment of foreign armies will come 
back without some plans for improving the load of the 
infantryman. 

The question of the campaign hat is under considera- 
tion by the General Staff, as well as a proposition to 
change the color of the visor of the drab cap from black 
to tan or buff; also the adoption of a type of officers’ 
saddle and some insignia to distinguish a second lieuten- 
ant when he is wearing an overcoat, and the addition of 
a bar to the shoulder-straps of the second lieutenant with 
two for the first lieutenant, three for the captain in the 
center instead of at the ends of the strap, with a centered 
silver leaf for the major and two leaves for a lieutenant 
colonel. 

It has been suggested by Major John T. Knight, of 
the General Staff, who is an authority in the Army on 
uniforms and insignia, that the insignia for the sec- 
ond lieutenant on the olive drab uniform be simply a 
narrow stripe of braid across the shoulder loop. For 
the first lieutenant the distinguishing mark should be 
two such braids and for the captain three. For the 
major a band of braid two or three times as wide, with 
a single narrow braid, would be worn; for the lieu- 
tenant colonel one wide band and two narrow ones, and 
for the colonel one wide band and three narrow ones. 
For the brigadier general one wide band is proposed, 
for the major general two such bands, and for the lieu- 
tenant general when that grade is revived three wide 
bands. Several other changes have been decided on 
which were fully described in these columns several 
weeks ago. Officers should not be put to expense for 
changes in uniform unless there is some more convinc- 
ing reason for the change than the opinion of an expert 
that there might be an improvement. The wishes of 
those who have to pay for the change should have the 
first consideration. 

The proposition to change the Army insignia is opposed 
by Gen. James B. Aleshire, Quartermaster General of 
the Army, and some doubts are expressed as to the final 
adoption of the proposition, although many officers ap- 
prove it.

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CHIEF OF BUREAU OF STEAM ENGINEERING. 

Lieut. Comdr. Hutch I. Cone, U.S.N., has been nomi- 
nated for Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering of 
the Navy. 

Secretary Meyer on Thursday gave out the opinion of 
the Attorney General on the status of the head of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering, which has been filled by 
the temporary appointment of Chief Constructor Capps, 
following the retirement of Rear Admiral Barton, for 
physical disability on Dec. 22, 1908. The Attorney Gen- 
eral holds that the post of Chief of the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering is vacant; that Rear|Admiral Barton, being 
retired by a board of medical survey of the Navy, thereby 
vacated the office of Engineer-in-Chief, according to Sec- 





tion 1462 of the Revised Statutes. It is further held that 
Chief Constructor Capps’s appointment, on Dec. 30, 1908, 
to act as head of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, did 
not fall within the provisions of Section 179 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, since the vacancy was caused not by 
death, resignation, absence or sickness, but by the com- 
pulsory retirement of Admiral Barton, and that the va- 
caney thus created can be filled only by the President by 
and with the consent of the Senate pursuant to the pro- 
visions of Section 421 and 422 of the Revised Statutes. 

President Taft, it may be noted, in nominating Lieut. 
Comdr. Hutch I. Cone to be Chief of the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering, carried out an agreement with his prede- 
cessor in office. ‘The Attorney General for the first 
time in weeks had opportunity this week to begin work 
on the proposition whether the retirement of an officer 
who had been appointed and confirmed as chief of a 
bureau of itself removed him from the office. The 
case is a peculiar one. The law authorizing the detail 
of retired officers to active duty requires an order of 
the Commander-in-Chief for the detail. Rear Admiral 
Barton was suddenly taken very ill while in Philadel- 
phia, and as he did not for a time think he would ever 
be able to perform any active duty, he asked to be re- 
tired. The application was held up by the Bureau of 
Navigation until his nomination could be sent to the 
Senate by President Roosevelt and confirmed by the 
Senate, so that the officer might be retired with the 
rank and pay of a rear admiral, rather than that of 
a captain, which was his rank when selected for Chief 
of the Bureau of Steam Engineering. As soon as he 
had been confirmed as Chief of the Bureau he was 
promptly retired. Then his health reasserted itself and 
he felt like continuing in active duty. In the mean- 
time the Newberry reorganization wave was under full 
headway, and one of the incidents of that occurrence 
was the appointment of Chief Constructor Capps as 
Acting Chief of Steam Engineering, with an announce- 
ment, a few days later, that the President had decided 
to appoint Lieut. Comdr. Hutch I. Cone to the posi- 
tion. In the meantime ‘the officer who is performing 
the routine work of the place is a modest and capable com- 
mander named Griffin. The chief “in abeyance,” Lieu- 
tenant Commander Cone has been in the interval engaged 
on a special detail in regard to tests of coal.

MIDSHIPMEN’S BYES AND HBARTS. 

Secretary Meyer, while at the Naval Academy the 
past week, had a conference with Captain Badger and 
his associate officers in regard to the apparent increase 
of defective vision mong the midshipmen. The phe- 
nomena is a peculiar one and there is grave concern as 
to what may be the cause of it. Perhaps there may be 
quite as much breakdown of eyesight in other institu- 
tions of learning, the colleges and universities of the 
country, but the fact is not brought out by severe re- 
curring physical examinations as at Annapolis. There 
seems to be a well grounded belief that the trouble is 
due to defective methods of illumination in the study 
rooms at the Academy. The electric fittings produce a 
erosslight in a great majority of cases, and the strain 
on the eyes, in prolonged use at night or during the 
short days of winter time, is enough to impair the best 
eyes. The Secretary advised that a special board be 
appointed to investigate the whole matter scientificaiy 
and determine just what the causes are and to recom- 
mend an adequate remedy. The fact that the enter- 
ing midshipmen and those who graduate are examined 
by identically the same medical officers shows that 
there is no error of diagnosis in the matter, and the 
trouble is really what it seems to be. When the mid- 
shipman enters he is pronounced after a most rigid 
examination to be perfect in vision, and he cannot be 
admitted unless he is. Just as soon as it is demon- 
strated at any time in his course that his eyes are not 
right he is required to resign. At graduation if the 
eyes are found to be in any respect wrong, and his 
standing justifies it, a midshipman is assigned to a staff 
department and foregoes duty in the line or in com- 
mand. It certainly seems strange that healthy young 
men kept in the pink of physical condition and thor- 
oughly tested as they enter the Academy should have 
their whole military career modified by their being 
subjected to unfavorable physical conditions in the 
lighting of their-rooms. Secretary Meyer also took 
up another matter that of late has caused some concern, 
and that is the increasing prevalence of ‘bad heart.” 
There seems to be little good reason for this condition, 
but it has now presented itself as a serious matter, and 
there will be a careful inquiry into its occurrence 
among the midshipmen and the conditions that bring 
it on. There is little ground for supposing that there 
is anything in the gymnastic training at the Academy 
or in the drill work that should disturb the normal 
functions of the heart, but if there should be the Acad- 
emy authorities and the Secretary are determined to 
have the mystery solved if it is a thing possible of ac- 
complishment.

The request of the Surgeon General of the Navy that 
Surg. George Pickrell, U.S.N., now on duty in charge of 
the special installation of the U.S.S. Solace, should be 
detailed to command of that vessel, brings up for settle- 
ment by President Taft the question which got Admiral 
Brownson into trouble with President Roosevelt. As 
there is no abatement in the hostility of line officers to 
the command of a vessel by a medical officer, a recom- 
mendation will be made to President Taft that the as- 





signment to duty of Surgeon Pickrell in connection with 
the hospital ship Solace, be so worded as to make plain 
the distinction between having charge of a hospital ship 
as the senior surgeon on board and exercising command, 
which is the function that line officers believe devolves 
entirely on themselves. The Solace will be placed in com- 
mission when ready for service, there being no opposi- 
tion to such a vessel, which is recognized as having a 
useful function in a fleet. But it will be emphatically 
said to Mr. Taft that the senior naval surgeon on board 
that vessel should be in charge and not in command.

The action taken this week to reorganize ships’ stores 
in the Navy is one of great importance. The aim is to 
place ships’ stores on official basis and provide an elastic 
and comfortable system of providing for special wants of 
crews. Purchases will no longer be made by the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts in bulk, but by pay officers un- 
der the direction of the commanding officer of each ship. 
Proprietary requisitions are authorized which permit the 
commissary officer to certify that certain brands of goods 
are desired by the men and no others, and they will be 
provided. Under the new system the profits of canteen 
will not be available for a welfare fund, for athletics, 
minstrel shows, etc., but for the present the proceeds of 
sales of existing stocks of goods will be so applied, and 
tentative plans have been made for an entertainment sya- 
tem to be established in the near future. For the present 
commanding officers will hold’ the funds resulting from 
the sale of the present stocks, which will not be exhausted, 
it is said, for two years to come. Ships soon to go into 
commission and having no welfare funds resulting from 
store sales will have the stores conducted on the old basis.

The plan of detailing sergeants of the Regular Army 
to duty with the National Guard is not proving the sue- 
cess that it was expected to be by some persons. ‘Al- 
though it is now six weeks since the plan was broached 
to the- National Guard officers of the different states, 
but twelve states have thus far shown interest enough 
to ask for the detail to their organizations, This would 
call for about thirty sergeants, instead of 109, as might 
be the case if all the states were desirous of having 
their allotted quota. It is understood that Secretary 
Dickinson will on July 1 make the necessary orders 
detailing the sergeants asked for by the states, and 
after that there will be no opportunity to secure more 
until another year. In some states having a _ well 
drilled force, the proposition to detail sergeants from 
the Army is severely criticized. 








In view of repeated statements from various quarters 
that the physical tests now required of Army and 
Navy officers are to be abandoned or are to be modi- 
fied so as to make them easier, it is in order to say, on 
the highest authority, that no such intention is enter- 
tained by the President at this time. Recently in a 
large and important corps the field officers, who, under 
the existing order are required to ride, united in urg- 
ing that the President be asked to allow them to walk 
if they so desired. The result was an endorsement in 
the handwriting of the Commander-in-Chief across the 
letter conveying the appeal, “Not Approved.’ Not 
only is the physical test not “on its last legs,” as one 
guesser has it, but there is good reason to expect that 
it will be in proper time made more of a test than 
it now is. 
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The new mine planter Mills that is being built at the 
yards of the New York Shipbuilding Company at Cam- 
den, N.J., is rapidly nearing completion, and is expect- 
ed to be turned over to the government in a few days. 
The planter Schofield will be finished at the same yard 
in about two weeks. The planter Royal T. Frank will 
have her trial cruise May 25, and is to be delivered 
June 10. The planters Ringgold and Armistead have 
taken station for duty on the Pacific coast after their 
long voyage around the Horn from the Potomac. The 
Ringgold is to be docked at the Puget Sound Navy Yard 
and have her bottom scraped. She will take station at 
Fort Worden. The Armistead will be stationed at Fort 
Baker. The planters Hunt and Knox have taken sta- 
tion at Corregidor Island.

Advices received from Col. George W. Goethals at the 
Washington office of the Isthmian Canal Commission in- 
dicate that at the present rate of progress the excavation 
at least of the canal will be completed in less than two 
more years and three months, or by Aug. 1, 1911. The 
total amount of excavation since May 4, 1904, when the 
United States undertook the work, has been 73,124,849 
cubie yards. Of this more than one-half, or 38,059,180 
cubie yards, has been taken out in the last twelve months. 
It is estimated that there remain to be excavated 101,- 
541,746 cubic yards. 








It is admitted at the Navy Department that the so- 
called Sperry board on regulations submitted two reports, 
one signed by Chief Constructor Capps and Paymaster 
General Rogers, against the Newberry plan, and the 
other by the line officers composing the remainder of: the 
board, in favor of the plan. Secretary Meyer has the 
reports under consideration. They are both long and he 
is not ready to make public any of the results. It is 
well enough understood, however, that the board is hope- 
lessly divided on the plan of reorganization.

American House, Boston, May 5. Brig. Gen. B. R. 
Sprague presided. About 300 companions of the Order 
were present.

N., retired, gave a graphic account of the earthquake and 
tidal wave which wrecked the United States warships 
Wateree and Fredonia and a number of other vessels on 
the west coast of South America, “Aug. 13, 1868. <Ad- 
miral Winslow was an officer on the Wateree.

MRS. SAGE’S GIFT TO FORT SLOCUM. 


The handsome Y.M.C.A. building presented to the 

Army Branch of the Association at Fort Slocum, through 
the generosity of Mrs. Russell Sage, was dedicated on 
Saturday last. In the unavoidable absence of the donor, 
Mrs. Sage was represented by the two soldier members 
of her family—her brother, Col. J. J. Slocum, a Civil 
War veteran, and her nephew, Major Stephen L’H. Slo- 
cum, U.S.A. Slocum was Mrs. Sage’s maiden name, and 
the fort was named for Gen. H. W. Slocum, one of Sheri- 
dan’s best generals, and a relative of Mrs. Sage. 
_ The building and equipment cost $50,000, and stand- 
ing as it does at the very portal of Army life as it pre- 
sents itself to the recruits of the Department of the East, 
this gift of Mrs. Sage will exert a most salutary influence 
on the enlisted man and stand as a lasting memorial to 
a noble woman. 

_Among those on the platform at the dedicatory exer- 
cises_ were, besides Major and Colonel Slocum, Col. W. 
Hi. C. Bowen, 12th U.S. Inf., who represented Major 
xeneral Wood, department commander: Capt. Wilson 
Chase, commanding officer, Fort Slocum; Charles H. M. 
Jesup, Fort Slocum Executive Committee ; and George A. 
Sandford, secretary of the Army Branch, Y.M.C.A. 

_In Colonel Bowen’s speech he told of the work of the 
Y.M.C.A, at Fort McKinley, just outside Manila, and 
of the gift of Mrs. Sage of $25,000 for a building there, 
a full account of which was given in our issue of Oct. 10, 
i908. “A better thing was never promulgated in Amer- 
ica,” said the Colonel, “than the Y.M.C.A. buildings 
throughout the United States. I hesitated when I was 
asked to take up this work. I said I didn’t believe in 
anyone who was against the canteens, and they told me 
they were not against them. The canteen,” he continued 
with emphasis, “as it is run by the Army, does not make 
for intoxication, but for the betterment of the men.” 

Captain Chase said: “Anything which improves the 
health of employees increases their efficiency. Anything 
that increases the happiness, contentment, and welfare 
of the enlisted man increases his efficiency, and is not 
only a benefit to him, but to the country.” 

The building is of Colonial design in unpainted brick, 
with white trimmings and tall white pillars supporting 
the roof in front and forming a broad double porch or 
piazza. In the basement is a large well-fitted gymnasium, 
where the dedicatory exercises were held, with the locker 
room, a bowling alley, and the Secretary’s quarters. On 
the main floor the entrance leads directly to what is called 
the post room, occupying the greater part of the floor 
with comfortable chairs and reading tables, light and 
airy, the one room in the building to which the post at 
large is welcome, the other part of the house being re- 
served for members. Billiard and poolrooms also are cn 
this floor. On the next floor is the library, opening on 
the upper floor of the porch, large windows, reading and 
writing tables, open fireplaces, bookcases—empty now 
and needing contributions of good books. There are two 
reading rooms, a room for games, a classroom, and a 
kitchen, from which tea and other light refreshments 
may be served at any time. 

The Fort Slocum department is one of five conducted 
by the Army Branch. The others are at Fort Jay, Gov- 
ernors Island: Fort Wood, Library Island; Fort Wads- 
worth, Staten Island, and Fort Schuyler, on the Sound. 





DINNER TO COLONEL CODY. 


There was a representative gathering at the dinner 
given by Mr. Rodman Wanamaker at Sherry’s, New York 
city, May 12, in honor of Col. William F. Cody (Buffalo 
Bilt), of old Indian campaigns and Wild West manager, 
who served on the plains as scout under thirty-two officers 
of the Army, including Generals Merritt, Crook, Carr and 
Miles. 


The Hon. Job BE. Hedges proved an able toastmaster, 
and among the company of some 125 military men and 
prominent citizens present were Gens. Nelson A. Miles, 
Leonard Wood and T. A. Bingham, U.S.A.; Gen. Horace 
Porter, Capt. H. Dorey U.S.A.: Gen. George W. Win- 
gate, Hon. George Wanamaker and Mr. Rodman Wana- 
maker, of the well-known firm of drygoods merchants; Mr. 
Frederick Remington, the artist; Capt. John C. Groome, 
of Pennsylvania; and from the National Guard of New 
York were Gen. W. H. Eddy and staff, Cols. W. A. 
Stokes, W. F. Morris, H. C. Barthman, C. O. Davis, E. 
I. Austin. Major Clarence H. Smith, Major C. I. De 
Bevoise, Cant. C. Matlock and Major E. Bigelow, and 
former Lieut. Woodward Babcock. 

Accompanying Colonel Cody were Chief Iron Shell 
and his son, Henry Iron Shell, Sioux Indians from the 
Rosebud Agency, who perform in the Wild West show. 
They were in full Indian rig, and were dignified repre- 
sentatives of their race. 

The speeches were highly interesting, and Judge Hedges, 
in his opening remarks, besides paying a tribute to Colo- 
nel Cody for his work on the plains and for his fair 
dealing with the Indians, made known that it was the de- 
sire to perpetuate a proper sentiment among the people 
for the fast vanishing race of the American Indian, who 
had so many admirable qualities, despite his cruelty in 
the wars which the white race were responsible for in 
driving him off his own lands. 

Colonel Cody, who thanked Mr. Wanamaker and the 
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company for honoring him, stated that Mr. Wanamaker 
was planning to erect in New York harbor a monument 
to the American Indian, as big as the statue of Liberty. 
“No more fitting tribute could be paid to the first Ameri- 
cans—the Indians’—he said, “than a statue in the harbor 
of the red man, with arms outstretched, welcoming in the 
world, for it was the Indians’ country originally.” Colo- 
nel Cody said he had found the Indian honorable both 
in peace and war, and that while employed as a scout 
he had never fired a gun at them except with a feeling 
of regret that the hostilities demanded it. He never knew 
the Indians to violate a treaty, while the government at 
ae had broken every treaty with them it ever 
made. 

General Miles paid a handsome tribute to Colonel Cody 
as a man that represented all that was good and true, 
and told how, when he first met him, that Cody was the 
very picture of manhood, standing six feet two inches, 
with flowing auburn hair. - General Miles also said a 
good word for the Indian, whom he had never known to 
break a treaty. He told a number of interesting stories, 
and said that he rejoiced to learn that a fitting monument 
to the red man is to be erected. 

yeneral Porter, whose speech was as usual punctuated 
with good stories, told how he first met Colonel Cody on 
the plains before the trans-continental railroad was built, 
and how “Bill” knew where to find the buffaloes, the 
grass, water and whiskey. He praised Cody highly. 

Mr. Wanamaker’s idea of erecting a monument to the 
Indian, who, General Porter said, “is really the only em- 
blem of the American from which our great nation was 
built,” was approved by General Porter, who expressed 
the hope that Frederick Remington would be chosen to 
make the design. 

General Wood, during his remarks, said it gave him 
real pleasure to pay a tribute to Buffalo Bill, and praised 
his bravery and intelligence, of which he had heard so 
much from General Miles and other officers. He spoke of 
the dignity of the Indian character as he had observed it 
among the Apaches, and also spoke of their appreciation of 
a kindness. He hoped Mr. Wanamaker’s idea of a statue 
at the mouth of the Hudson would be carried out. Gen- 
eral Wood said that of all the tribes he had seen abroad 
none displayed the dignity, intelligence and moral quali- 
ties of the American Indian. 

Other speakers included Mr. Robert C. Ogden and Mr. 
James W. Beck, who both spoke very interestingly on the 
better side of the Indian, and praised the monument to 
preserve his memory. 

Colonel Cody, previous to the dinner, was presented 
with an illuminated address in the morning by General 
Miles, on behalf of the Wanamaker firm. He was ac- 
companied by his entire troupe of Indians, who watched 
with great interest the moving pictures illustrating the 
story of Hiawatha. 


CAMPS FOR MILITIA MEDICAL OFFICERS. 

The camps of instruction to be established during 
the summer for the benefit of the medical officers of 
the National Guard will present a unique form of mili- 
tary instruction. The aim is to provide for the three 
camps, which are to be placed at Antietam, Md., Spar- 
ta, Wis., and at San Francisco, a complete field hos- 
pital with all the apparatus and appliances required, 
and also with an up-to-date sanitary equipment. The 
best available medical officers of the Army will be in 
charge and there will be at each camp a full com- 
pany of Hospital Corps men with non-commissioned 
staff, 118 men in all, to demonstrate the work to be 
taught. As this will be a beginning of this work, only 
commissioned officers of the National Guard will be in 
attendance from the militia organizations. Lieut. Col. 
E. M. Weaver, Chief of the Division of Militia Af- 
fairs in the War Department, under date of May 12, 
has sent out to the adjutant general of the various 
states the following letter setting forth the scope and 
character of the proposed camps: 

“IT am directed by the Assistant Secretary of War to 
inform you that the Surgeon General has proposed to 
establish three camps of instruction for militia medi- 
eal officers during the approaching summer, one at An- 
tietam, Md.; one at Sparta, Wis., and one near San 
Francisco, Cal. It is proposed to provide for each 
camp a field hospital with an ambulance company sec- 
tion complete, the hospital aad company to be sup- 
plied with a full war complement of officers and men. 
In addition to this personnel, it is contemplated that 
three specially selected medical officers will be as- 
signed to each camp as instructors, one as instructor 
in hygiene, one as instructor in field work, and one as 
instructor in regulation papers, ete. P 

“Tt is planned that each camp will be maintained fo 
a period of four weeks, and that the course of instruc- 
tion will be divided into two periods of two weeks each. 
The only time that is available to carry out such a 
scheme is the period July 14 to Aug. 12, the first period 
of instruction extending from July 15 to July 28, in- 
elusive, and the second period, from July 29 to Aug. 11, 
inclusive. It is desired to know whether any of the 
medical officers of the will be able to join the 
class at the camp to be established at during 
the period. 

“Inasmuch as the time available for the organiza- 
tion of these classes is very brief, it is requested that 
this subject receive your immediate attention and that 
information be conveyed to this office at the earliest 
practicable date as to what officers desire to participate 
in the course of instruction, giving their names and 
rank. 

“The camp will be supplied with the necessary tents, 
cots and bedding for members of the class. It would 
be necessary for officers attending the classes simply to 
come provided with articles of uniform and clothing. 
The pay and transportation of officers attending these 
classes may be paid by the state disbursing officers 
from funds appropriated under Section 1661, Revised 
Statutes, as amended, provided orders be issued by the 
Governor of the state directing them to proceed to 
such point to engage in actual field and camp service 
for instruction.”

DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS. 


Lieut. Con. E. M. Weaver, U.S.A., CHIEF oF DIVISION. 

The Judge Advocate General of the Army has expressed 
the opinion that, inasmuch as steel lockers are provided 
only for the permanent furnishing of barracks, and can- 
not, therefore, be considered as articles of issue to the 
Regular Service, there is no provision of law under which 
they could be furnished for the use of the Organized Mili- 
tia. either as a sale for cash or as an issue. This opinion 
was approved by the Secretary of War. The War De- 
partment also decides that desks, file cases, and other fur- 
niture necessary for the use of the disbursing officer of 
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the state is not a legitimate charge against a state ap- 
propriation. 





DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller declines to allow the undertaker’s 
charges of $45 for burying a soldier dying in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia who had been discharged without 
honor for desertion, as the law allows payment only 


for those “who have been honorably discharged or re- 
tired.” 

In a decision of July 13, 1908, the Assistant Comp- 
troller said: “I am of opinion that the officers of the 
Navy, other than the commissioned officers of the line, 
Medical and Pay Corps, and commissioned warrant 
officers, are entitled to rations or commutation there- 
for under Sections 1578 and 1579 of the Revised Stat- 
utes.” He now says in his decision in the case of Chap- 
lain E. T. Stevenson, U.S.N.: “In said decision the 
provisions of the Act of June 29, 1906, were not con- 
sidered. That act assimilated the pay and allowances 
of chaplains above the grade of lieutenant, then in the 
Navy, to that of a lieutenant commander, and the pay 
and allowances of a chaplain with the rank of a lieu- 
tenant, junior grade, to that of a lieutenant, junior 
grade. As a lieutenant commander and a lieutenant, 
junior grade, are not entitled to rations or commuta- 
tion therefor, the chaplains whose pay and allowances 
were assimilated by said Act of June 29, 1906, to that 
of such officers are also not entitled to that allowance. 
The said advance decision of July 13, 1908, is modified 
in so far as it may be in conflict with the interpreta- 
tion made herein of the provisions of the Act of 
June 29, 1906.” 

In response to an inquiry from the Secretary of Com- 
merece and Labor, the Comptroller says: ‘You are au- 
thorized to direct the inspection of steam boilers for the 
War Department, by the inspectors of the Steamboat In- 
spection Service, and have the appropriation for the 
Steamboat Inspection Service reimbursed for the expenses 
incurred in such inspection, exclusive of the salary of the 
inspectors.” 

P.A. Paymr, Jere Maupin, U.S.N., stopped payment of 
a check on the Assistant Treasurer for the allotment of a 
sailor who he discovered afterward had deserted. The 
payee refused to surrender the check and succeeded in 
getting it cashed. The Assistant Comptroller decides as 
follows: “Upon your statement of the facts; that is, 
that the present holder of the check is ‘an innocent pur- 
chaser for value without notice,’ I am of opinion that you 
are not authorized to stop payment, but should permit it 
to be paid. Whether you may be held liable for the pay- 
ment to the allottee depends upon whether you are charge- 
able with notice of the allotter’s desertion before the 
proper time for making payment. This question is not 
submitted by you and is not now considered.” 


ARE THE SCOUTS A WHITE ELEPHANT? 


Asserting that the Filipino Scouts have been pampered 
by the Americans until they are no longer what they were 
intended to be—a mobile fighting foree—Capt. John R. M. 
Taylor, 14th U.S. Inf., attacks our management of the 
native troops in an essay on “A Filipino Army” in the 
May Journal of the U.S. Infantry Association. After 
showing that we have subsisted the American soldiers in 
the Islands on imported provisions, he says we have still 
further complicated the problem by feeding 5,000 Filipino 
Scouts with food none of which is produced in the archi- 
pelago. We have implanted artificial tastes which have 
now become necessities. With ice plants to keep beef 
in cold storage, with the heavy post ranges on which they 
are learning to cook, with all the rest of the furniture 
which makes them as hard tosupply as the Regulars, their 
mobility has been destroyed and the chief argument for 
their existence is removed. Captain Taylor analyzes a 
Filipino scout ration to prove that all its constituents are 
imported. When a man has always gone barefoot, his 
marching ability is reduced by crowding his feet into 
shoes. When he has never owned a pair of stockings and 
has never felt the want of them, it does not increase his 
mobility to supply him with woolen ones from the United 
States, when he lives in a country where the thermome- 
ter never falls below 70 degrees. It is hardly worth while 
to import blankets from America for the use of a man 
who has always slept on a grass mat. There was a time 
when this kind of man had nothing and wanted hardly 
more than the men they ‘were pursuing during the insur- 
rection, but now in time of peace we have trained them 
for future war by teaching them to regard as necessary 
to their existence everything that impedes the movement 
of an American force in the tropics. An idea of the ex- 
pense of assimilating Filipino and American troops is 
given by the fact that the chief quartermaster of the 
Philippines Division hopes to save $63,000 a year merely 
by buying and having made in Manila the khaki uniforms 
for the Scouts. The statement that the Filipino force is 
a cheap force, the essayist says, is based on an error in 
computation. It is true that the money value of the ra- 
tion of the scout is seven cents less than the garrison 
ration of the American soldier, but if the cost of trans- 
portation is added in the difference is not so important. 

In the event of war with a power having any strength 
on the Pacific, importation would be impossible or very 
difficult, and Captain Taylor maintains, “An American 
Army cannot be fed from the food found in the archi- 
pelago. If dependence is to be placed upon a native army 
in such an emergency, it should be trained to subsist on 
the country, but we have taken just the opposite course 
and nullified whatever good might have come out of a 
native force. 

The proposal to raise nine regiments from seven dif- 
ferent tribes, to be expanded in case of war to eighteen, 
Captain Taylor regards as chimerical. The Spaniards 
tried it. They had been assured of the loyalty of the na- 
tives, but history tells how that confidence was betrayed. 
“Are the Americans so much more beloved than the 
Spaniards?’ asked the essayist. The loyalty of the troops 
now enrolled would be to their commanding officer rather 
than to the United States. If the Philippines are to be 
held by the Filipinos for the United States in time of 
war, new levies will be necessary, but would it be expedi- 
ent to raise them? Captain Taylor’s reply is, “Spain 
tried.” Making a liberal allowance, two Filipinos are 
credited with being as good in battle as one American, an 
allowance which any soldier who has fought them will 
say is ridiculously high. Then the cost of maintaining 
5,000 Filipinos would equal that of maintaining 2,500 
American soldiers. The Scouts will draw $2,000,000 
from the appropriated fund for the quartermaster’s depot. 
Add to that $300,000 for subsistence, $50,000 for ord- 
nance and equipment, $60,000 for ammunition for target 
practice, and it will be seen that “the United States pays 
$700 a year for every rifle it can put on the firing line in 





the hands of a Filipino soldier and the tendency of cost 
is steadily upward.” 

If the Islands are turned over to the natives for independ- 
ent government, the 5,000 Scouts would have a hard fu- 
ture. No Filipinos are being trained to command them. 
No government thrown upon the resources of the Islands 
could support them, and yet, says Captain Taylor, “it is 
proposed to increase them to 12,000!” If disbanded, if 
passed under the control of their own people, the Scouts 
would be strangers in their own country, with tastes and 
desires they will be utterly unable to gratify, out of touch 
with their old-time neighbors and out of sympathy with 
their simple lives. In place of increasing, the essayist 
wisely urges that a way be found to get those now en- 
rolled back into touch with their own country and fit 
them to make war in their own land without absolute de- 
pendence for all things upon America. 

In discussing this outspoken paper, Major F. R. Day, 
80th U.S. Inf., says that Captain Taylor has shown that 
the Scouts have lost their character as such and at the 
same time are not good infantry. Their uselessness as 
infantry has been proved so often that in his opinion they 
are an “expensive luxury.” 

If political or sentimental reasons demand the employ- 
ment of Filipinos as soldiers, Major Day advocates plac- 
ing them in Regular Infantry regiments. Then if the 
race can be made into soldiers, it will be done. The man 
or set of men who gave to Congress figures on which au- 
thorization of 12,000 Scouts was based, had, he thinks, an 
utterly mistaken idea of what was needed.” This alleged 
misinformation prompts Major Day to suggest that In- 
fantry officers lay before Congress the truth as to the 
needs of that arm, as was done by the Artillery in 1906 
and 1907, by the Medical Corps in 1908, and by the Ma- 
rine Corps time and again. Out of ninety millions only 
twenty-four millions goes for Infantry and to-day that 
arm could put but a scant 24,000 rifles in line for war. 

That the Scouts have done a valuable work in educat- 
ing the natives to understand the sympathetic attitude of 
the United States, and in garrisoning remote posts and 
repressing ladronism, can be admitted without in any 
degree lessening the effect of Captain Taylor’s criticisms. 
The purpose of his paper, it seems to us, is to save the 
Scouts from becoming a weak imitation of the American 
soldiers and thus failing to render the service to this 
country and their own people that they could if they were 
developed more closely along the lines of their race limi- 
tations. 

In our issue of April 10, 1909. page 904, can be found 
a reference to the objections of Brig. Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss, commanding the Philippines Division, “to the grow- 
ing tendency to encumber companies of the Philippine 
Scouts with unauthorized tableware by purchase from the 
company fund.” This rebuke was called out by a re- 
quest from a captain of Philippine Scouts that the depot 
quartermaster at Manila sell him certain knives, forks 
and spoons for the use of his company. 


OUR NAVY BOILERS. 


We published last week extracts from an article by 
Lieut. H. C. Denger, U.S.N., on “Naval Boilers in the 
Service,” appearing in the International Marine REngi- 
neering. As the results of experiences with different 
types of boilers during the cruise of the Atlantic Battle- 
ship Fleet, Lieutenant Denger gives the preference to the 
Babeock and Wilcox. He states that in this type of 
boiler defective tubes may be readily located and easily 
plugged or new ones can be obtained at almost any large 
commercial center and inserted without disturbing other 
tubes, so that the boilers can be kept in constant repair 
by the ship’s force. This, he says, “is of immense mili- 
tary advantage.” Another advantage claimed is in the 
fact that any tube can be thoroughly examined inside of 


a few minutes and easily cleaned so that corrosion or 
wearing away can be remedied. The boilers operate with 
salt water without appreciable priming, even with a fair- 
ly high degree of saturation. The ability to remove soot 
from the. heating surface while steaming he regards as 
“one of the cardinal advantages of this boiler, especially 
when steaming long distances at high power.” ‘The ar- 
rangement for baffling the gases of combustion and con- 
ducting them along the heating surface is so effective 
that practically all the available heat is extracted without 
a large ratio of heating to grate surface. Defects in the 
casing of the Babcock and Wilcox can be easily seen and 
the ease with which any part can be replaced by unskilled 
labor has been well demonstrated in the fact that there 
have been practically no repairs necessary to the casing 
of any of this type of this boiler, many of which have 
been in service six years. The only séams are on the 
steam drum and they have never been known to leak, and 
can be easily seen and corked if, leaking. 

In express boilers it is difficult to locate small leaks 
and so hard to renew the tubes which are of special make 
that they are usually plugged until finally the vessel has 
to be sent to the navy yard to replace defective tubes. 
As these boilers do not drain it is difficult to remove 
grease, salt and sediment. There is danger of scale de- 
posit forming so as to partially or entirely plug a tube, 
and it is hard to remove scale from bent tubes. These 
boilers are far inferior to the Babcock and Wilcox in 
facilities for removing soot which seriously interferes 
with economy and free steaming. In conclusion, Lieuten- 
ant Denger says: 

“Owing to structural features in most types of express 
boilers satisfactory baffling cannot be fitted; frequent at- 
tempts at baffling these boilers have resulted in forming 
pockets from which it is practically impossible to remove 
soot and ashes. These conditions would bring out the 
question of whether the increased advantages in boilers 
of the Babcock and Wilcox type are really worth the in- 
creased weight and cost over express boilers. On a bat- 
tleship the boiler weights are about 2 1-2 per cent of the 
total weight of the ship. By using some type of express 
boilers this weight might be reduced about three-fourths 
of one per cent. of the total weight of the vessel. On the 
score of weight saving it seems that this small extra 
weight, about 100 to 150 tons in our largest battleships, is 
well applied when the superior advantages are considered. 
As to first cost, some express boilers capable of doing the 
same work may be installed for about 20 per cent. less, 
but this difference is easily made up in one or two years’ 
repair bills, or a couple of years’ increased economy of 
coal consumption, to say nothing of the increased mili- 
tary efficiency of being always ready for service. 

“The adoption of a light express boiler, or one of a less 
reliable, economical or durable type than the one which 
has thoroughly demonstrated its advantages would seem 
to be a decidedly backward step, and one that’ sacrifices 
military efficiency and preparedness to temporary expedi- 
ency. It may be urged that foreign navies have, to a 
considerable extent, used express boilers on their battle- 
ships, and that, therefore, this move should be followed, 
but in answer to this it may be stated that the German 





navy, or at least its battleships, do little extended: cruis- 
ing, and they never have had in their navy a boiler that 
approaches the complete answer to practical naval re- 
quirements of that developed in our service, and though 
the British navy does use large, straight-tube express 
boilers on some of its battleships, the larger portion of 
its recent installations consist of the English type of Bab- 
cock and Wilcox. Good express boilers have their field 
in torpedo craft and fast scout vessels, where economy, 
durability and reliability have to be sacrificed in order 
to get the weight for the necessary power. In large ves- 
sels of the fighting line, where the boiler weights are only 
about two per cent. of the total weight, this sacrifice is 
not necessary, and any step tending toward it would ap- 
pear most unwise.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S.S. Des Moines will visit New York and 
Grant’s Tomb on Memorial Day and fire the official sa- 
lute during the exercises on Riverside Drive. The Des 
Moines has been in the West Indies and off the coast of 
Central America for some time, and a run to a home port 
will be greatly appreciated by her officers and men. 

The transport steamship Prairie arrived at the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard May 12 from Newport to transport a 
party of 400 marines to the Isthmus of Panama. The 
destination of the men is Magdalena Bay, where the Pa- 
cific Fleet is anchored. The Prairie will take the men 
to Colon, and the trip across the Isthmus will be made 
on the Panama Railway. At Panama the party will be 
met by the Buffalo and carried to Magdalena Bay. 

At Norfolk, on May 12, an explosion, probably caused 
by a leaky gasoline tank, damaged the engine room of 
the submarine torpedoboat Cuttlefish shortly after the 
boat had been taken from the drydock at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard, where she had been undergoing repairs. No 
one was in the engine room at the time of the accident. 

The Admiral Trenchard Section, No. 73, Navy League 
of the United States, will present a loving cup to the U. 
S.S. Connecticut as flagship of the Atlantic Fleet on Sat- 
urday afternoon, May 22, the cup being given in com- 
memoration of the cruise around the world. The pre- 
sentaticn will take place on board the Connecticut. A 
tug will leave for the navy yard, New York, from the 
pier foot of 24th street, East river, promptly at 3 o’clock.

The vice-president of the Heine Safety Boiler Com- 
pany, of St. Louis, has made charges relative to naval 
boilers which have been laid before the Naval Committee 
by Representative Caulfield, of Missouri. The St. Louis 
company alleges that the Babcock & Wilcox Company and 
certain associates have obtained the insertion in certain 


government specifications for boilers a clause stating that 
“no boilers having stayed surfaces or stay bolts will be 
considered under this bid,’ and this in face of the fact 
that every locomotive boiler in the world and most of the 
marine boilers on the high seas and the lakes, and with 
few exceptions all the battleships of the world, have boil- 
ers with stayed surfaces. The Mosher Boiler Company, 
of Pittsburg, has preferred similar charges. On Jan. 6 
last a House resolution called on the Secretary of the 
Navy for information as to the cost of installing a plant 
to construct boilers in the New York Navy Yard or other 
suitable location. The reply of the Secretary was based 
on a report of Chief Constructor Capps. as acting chief 
of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, who said that the 
plant in the New York yard is now competent to make 
naval boilers with the exception of the Babcock & Wilcox 
and the Niclausse types, but that their manunfacture 
would require the installation of special tools and appli- 
ances at a cost of upward of $1,000,000. He reported 
that the Babcock & Wilcox Company was willing to fur- 
nish the machinery or the drawings therefor, but would 
charge a royalty for the use of their processes, etc., which 
with the other expenses, would bring the cost of manu- 
facture by the government up to the price now paid that 
company, about $3.86 a square foot of water heating 
surface.

The only other Naval Academy record broken evas in 
the broad jump, in which Donelson did 22 feet 3 3-4 inches, 
4 3-4 inches better than his own figure, which was high mark 
for the Academy. Columbia had a well balanced team, but 
lacked stars. It was slightly the better in the field events, taking 
first place in three of the five. The other firsts won by Colum- 
bia were in the half mile in which Sanders won narrowly over 
Smith, and the mile, in which Verplanck was first and Ken- 
nedy second. Sanders’ time, 2 mins. 1 4-5 sees., is three-fifths 
of a second below the Academy record. The height of 10 feet

pole vault, is one inch above the Academy record. 

Midshipman *J. F. Donelson, who has broken all Academy 
records in the broad jump, and who is a splendid support 
of the Navy in athletic meets, sprained his knee on Satur- 
day, and had to go to sick quarters.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


Upon the request of Major General Wood, U.S.A., the or- 
ganizations of the New York National Guard, who were 
slated to perform a week’s tour of duty at the state camp 
at Peekskill, N.Y., during the month of June, will be de- 
tailed to take part in joint maneuvers with the Army from 
Aug. 11 to 21. The organizations affected by the new pro- 
gram will be the 7th, 14th and 22d Regiments, the battalion 
of Field Artillery and the Signal Companies. As the members 
of all these organizations had their arrangements made with 
their employers to get’their vacation in June, it will be no 
easy task for many to get their vacation dates changed, and, 
in fact, in not a few cases it will be impossible. The re- 
sult will be that none of the organizations will be able to 
turn out with their full strength, as quite a number of men 





in each will have to be excused. When it comes to the 
question of losing their positions or attending the maneu- 
vers, a question that must be considered among citizen 


soldiers—the men concerned will of necessity be absent from 
the maneuvers. It is regretted that the change in the pro- 
gram could not have been announced earlier. 

Col. Daniel Appleton, 7th Regiment, N.G.N.Y., announces 
that at the request of Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., 
commanding the Department of the East, the review which 
he has accepted will take place at his headquarters.

Carroll and mustered into the Service, is officially desig- 
nated as 1st Separate Company of Infantry and attached to 
general headqurters.

Bids for the construction of the new armory of the 22

architects for the city, have filed with Building Superintendent 
Murphy the plans for the new armory, which will be erected 
upon the block in Fort Washington avenue from 168th to 
i69th street. The structure is to be of massive style, with 
a facade of brick, finished with trimmings of limestone and 
terra cotta, having large arched entrances and lighted by 
great arched windows at the upper two stories and rows of 
smaller windows below. ‘The building is to be four stories 
high, with a tall, peaked roof, and will front 184 feet on the 
avenue, 427 feet on 168th street, and 465 feet on 169th street. 
It will have the largest drill hall of any armory in Manhattan.

FLORIDA. 


Adjutant General Foster, of Florida, announces that an 
encampment of the 1st Brigade, Florida State Troops, will be 
held at the State Camp Grounds, at Black Point, on the St. 
Johns River, commencing June 8, and covering a period of 
eight days. In preparing his program of field exercises for 
this encampment the Commanding General of the 1st Brigade 
will make provision for a field inspection of the troops by 
such officer or officers of the U.S. Army as may be designated 
by the Secretary of War, and also for an inspection and 
muster of the troops by the Inspector General of the state. 

The standard ‘‘field ration’’ of the U.S. Army will be ad- 
hered to, subject to the following modifications: (a) Corn meal 
may be substituted in whole or in part for the issue of flour; 
(b) an issue of hominy, in double the quantity of rice which 
is authorized, may be substituted in whole or in part for the 
issue of rice; (c) the ration may be supplemented by the ad- 
dition of one-half gill of pure Florida syrup. All organizations 
whose travel en route to the rendezvous for encampment ex- 
ceeds six hours, will be allowed commutation of rations. The 
standard travel ration, as prescribed by Par. 1220, U.S. Army 
Regulations, edition of 1908, will be issued to the troops for 
the return journey to their home stations. 

‘*A full and adequate issue of the standard rations will be 
made,’’ says General Foster, ‘‘which, if properly used, will 
furnish an abundance of good and substantial food. As the 
purpose of the encampment is to give the troops, as nearly 
as possible, the experience of actual field service conditions, 
it is not deemed consistent or proper to provide the company 
messes with delicacies; which, although not purchased from 
publie funds, and, perhaps, well within the means of the sev- 
eral organizations, do not form a part of the regular ration.’’

MASSACHUSETTS. 


The dates selected for the summer camps of the Massachu- 
setts Volunteer Militia are as follows: The season will begin 
with the camp of the 9th Infantry at Framingham, June 26 to 
July 3, a regimental camp. July 10 to 17 Battalion of Field 
Artillery at Patten’s Pond; the ist Corps of Cadets at Hing- 
ham; the Cavalry Squadron in the field, the exact location not 
yet decided. From July 17 to 31 the 1st Brigade, consisting 
of the 2d Infantry and 6th Infantry, will be at Framingham, 
each regiment having a week; the 2d going into camp July 17, 
and the 6th on July 24. The 2d Brigade, excepting the 9th 
Infantry, previously assigned, will camp at Boxford, and the 
5th Infantry and 8th Infantry will be at the same place from 
July 81 to Aug. 7. They will be followed by the 2d Corps of 
Cadets at the same camp, Aug. 7 to 14. The Coast Artillery 
Corps will be distributed at the forts in the Boston district in 
August. The assignments of the Hospital and Signal Corps 
have not been announced. 

The new $50,000 State armory in Greenfield, Mass., will 
be located at Prospect and Hope streets, a short distance 
from Main street. It is expected that the construction work 
will be started on the armory in Greenfield in June, and that 
it will be completed this fall. The building will be a two- 
story structure. The drill shed will be back of the adminis- 
tration quarters and will be 100 by 40. It will have a seating 
capacity for 1,000 persons. 

Col. John Caswell, Acting Chief of Ordnance, will select 
a team from the Massachusetts Militia to represent the Com- 


monwealth in the annual competition of the New England Mili-, 


tary Association for 1909, and in the competitions for national 
and other trophies, to be held at Camp Perry, near Port Clin- 
ton, O., August, 1909. He will act as team captain and make 
the necessary arrangements. 

Adjutant General Brigham, of Massachusetts, announces 
that the duties, functions, powers, rights and obligations of 
the Ordnance Department in its relation to the Naval Militia 
are transferred to the Naval Bureau. Col. John Caswell, Act- 
ing Chief of Ordnance, will retain control of the state match 
and of all teams entered therein, naval or otherwise. The 
Naval Militia will be governed by the rules and regulations 


for small arms practice as contained in part 5 of ‘‘*The 
Landing Force and Small Arms Instructions, U.S.N., 1905.’’ 
General regulations governing smallarms practice for the 


range season of 1909 are given. The season for qualification 
work will close on Saturday, Oct. 30, 1909.

tra compensation as expert rifleman will cease September, 1909, 
and in accordance with G.O. 21, W.D., ¢.s., maintains that 
“current enlistment’ means enlistment in which soldier qualified. 
“B” claims soldier will receive extra compensation as expert 
rifleman during current enlistment, which expires September, 
1911, and in accordance with Cir. 7, W.D., ¢.s., maintains that 
“current enlistment’? means enlistment in which soldier was 
serving Jan. 1, 1909. Who is right? Answer: This particular 
question has not been passed upon. The Paymaster General's 
office would probably hold that “B” is right. 

I. A. S. asks: (1) What troops (Inf.) are stationed at Fort 
William McKinley, Manila? (2) When and by what regiments 
are they to be relieved?) Answer: (1) Hars. E, F, G, H, I, K 
and L, 10th Cav.; Hqrs. A, B and C, 5th F.A.; Hars. A, B, 
oO, D, E, F, @, H, I, K, L and M, 29th Inf.; Hors.

INFANTRY.—We are informed that the change in birth date 
appearing after the name of Lieut. C. E. S. is a typographical 
error, and that Jan. 11, 1880, as given in former editions of 
the Army Register, is correct. An inquiry addressed through 
the channel to the A.G.O. would elicit a reply in confirmation. 

X. Y. Z—Camp Perry is near the village of Port Clinton, 
O., a place of about 3,000 inhabitants, fourteen miles ,west- 
northwest of Sandusky (20,000), and about half-way between 
Cleveland and Toledo. The railroad is the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern. 

J. H. F. B—As you were out over three months before 
your enlistment of Oct. 8, 1907, you are in your first period. 

MAYON.—-If your service in Philippines from January, 
1903, to May, 1904, was in the Department of Mindanao, 
you are entitled to a badge if still in the Service. To be 
entitled to a Philippine badge you must have had some of the 
following service: On shore anywhere in the Philippine Islands 
at any time between Feb. 4, 1899, and July 4, 1902; or in the 
Department of Mindanao any time between Feb. 4, 1899, and 
Dee. 31, 1904. Or in any of the following expeditions: 
Against Pala and his followers, Jolo, April and May, 1905; 
against Datu Ali and his followers, Mindanao, October, 1905; 
against hostile Moros on Mount Bud-Dajo, Jolo, March, 1906. 
G.O. 129, W.D., 1908, gives full particulars. 

C. E. S.—You are entitled to a Philippine badge for service 
in the Bud-Dajo expedition. See answer to ‘‘Mayon.’’ Apply 
as directed in G.O. 129, 1908. 

T. L.—In regard to details of construction contracts address 
the Quartermaster’s Department, Washington, D.C. 

H. R. MeI.—When you were discharged for convenience of 
the government to take a course in the School for Bakers 
and Cooks, Jan. 8, 1909, you had on your second period eight 
days less than the year and a half which the new law credits 
as a full enlistment in discharge for convenience. You are 
still in your second period, and not entitled to bonus. 

J. W. M. asks: Enlisted in the U.S. Marine Corps Dec. 
20, 1899; honorably discharged Dec. 19, 1904; enlisted in the 
Army Dec. 27, 1904; discharged Dec. 26, 1907; enlisted Dec. 
27, 1907. What is my pay? Answer: You were in the Service 
on May 11, 1908, with over nine years of continuous service, 
and consequently were in the fourth enlistment period and en- 
titled to $57 a month as first sergeant. 

E. R.—The service prior to your purchase of discharge 
in 1892 is not eredited. You had on May 11, 1908, fourteen 
years, six months, two days’ continuous service from Sept. 
6, 1893. This placed you in your fifth period. On discharge 
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Feb. 9, 1909, and re-enlistment Feb.

J. B.—See answer to Mayon in regard to Philippine badge. 
The same order gives information regarding Civil War, Span- 
ish War and Indian Campaign badges. Apply through your 
C.O. to have your record corrected, that you may receive the 
badge which you earned while serving under an assumed 
name. 

H. H.—dActual service in Alaska and Cuba, not the time 
traveling to and from these places, will count double toward 
retirement. See A.R. 133. 

E. J. B. asks: (1) Give information regarding the examina- 
tion of civilian physicians for detail in the Medical Reserve 
Corps? (2) Does former service in Regular Army or Volun- 
teers count in determining standing of applicants! (3) What 
provision is there for promotion of officers of the Medical 
Reserve Corps in time of war or active service! Answer: (1) 
Apply to Surgeon General for circular. (2) When periods of 
service are equal, precedence will, except when fixed by order 
of merit on examination, be determined, first, by rank in Serv- 
ice when appointed; second, by former rank in the Army or 
Marine Corps; third, by lot. (3) Officers of the Medical Re- 
serve Corps who apply for appointment in the Medical Corps 
may, upon the recommendation of the Surgeon General, be 
placed on active duty by the Secretary of War and ordered 
to the Army Medical School for instruction and examination 
for commission. See Sees. 7, 8, 9: of the Act of April 23, 
1908, ‘‘To increase efficiency of Medical Department.’’

8. As you fulfilled your German military obligation, you have 
nothing to fear from a visit there. It might be well to take 
your German army discharge, with you, and an American pass- 
port is likewise useful. When you have your full American 
citizenship you can procure the passport from the State De- 
partment threugh your nearest notary public. As to dates of 
examinations, pay, ete., for Custom House positions, apply to 
Civil Service Commission, Washington, D.C 

H. P. C. asks: Qualified as sharpshooter May, 1908; dis- 
charged June, 1908; re-enlisted immediately. Am I entitled 
to extra compensation for that grade throughout present en- 
listment? Answer: Yes. 

L. J. O.—The address of the 3d Separate Division, 
York State Naval Militia, is Buffalo, not Rochester. 

L. B.—As_ you had 8 years Q months 26 days on your re- 
enlistment, May 5, 1908, you were in your third period 
when the new pay law went into effect, and you so remain 
until expiration of present enlistment. 

F. H. G.—The decision recently referred to applies to those 
soldiers enlisting after May 11, 1908, and out of the Service 
over three months. In their case a prior service of three 
years or more credits them one period, placing all such soldiers 
in the second. On your re-entry into the Service, Jan, 25, 
1908, you had been out of the Service one year, and your 
service 1904-7 is not credited. You will receive bonus of 
three months’ pay if you re-enlist within three months of 
your discharge in 1911. 

N. J. B.—yYour statement of service is incorrect, but as 
you were in the Service on May 11, 1908, your enlistment 
period would be determined by the year of continuous service 
on that date, allowing three years to an enlistment period to 
which, if you had prior service entitling you to re-enlisted 
pay, add one period. 

E. B. H. asks: Enlisted Jan. 26, 1906; discharged for con- 
venience and re-enlisted March 12, 1908. What period am I 
in? Answer: First; if discharged as private, musician or 
trumpeter, you will receive bonus on re-enlistment within 
three months. 

138TH INFANTRY.—A soldier (private, musician or trum- 
peter) serving in a first enlistment period, entered into prior 
to May 11, 1908, and discharged without making good time 
lost through absence without leave, is entitled to the bonus if 
re-enlisted within three months after discharge. A _ soldier 
enlisted after May 11, 1908, will be held to make good time 
lost through absence without leave. 

N. J. T.—Enough sergeants have less foreign service to 
their credit than you, so as to make it certain that you will 
not be ordered to the Philippine Islands during 1908, unless 
you should make application for such service, in which case 
you might be transferred sooner, 

H. H. B. asks: (1) Enlisted June 4, 1898; discharged 
Feb. 12, 1899; re-enlisted Feb. 17, 1899; discharged Feb. 16, 
1902; enlisted Oct. 30, 1905; discharged Oct. 29, 1908; re- 
enlisted Jan. 13, 1909.

Colonel Maus deserves 
eredit for much of the sanitation and health laws which the 
Army enjoys here to-day. He initiated the plan of gathering 
together all the lepers and placing them on the island of 
Palawan; another reform was the destruction of rats in this 
city, stopping the spreading of bubonic plague. 

Dr. Domingo Gomez, the agitator of the labor unions of the 
lands, has been sentenced to four months in Bilibid. It is 
said that Dr. Gomez has been sent with other prisoners to 
Corrigedor to work in building fortifications at that point. 

The two submarine torpedoboats, the Porpoise and Shark, 
that stay at the navy yard at Cavite when not practicing 
their maneuvers, late in March went into Olongapo drydock 
for three weeks. While the German flagship Fuerst Bismarck 
was at anchor in the breakwater at this port the Porpoise 
came over from Cavite on a trial trip and diving under the 
German man-of-war surprised all on board by appearing on 
the surface close by the side of the ship. The trial was en- 
tirely successful. A small dock has been built for the con- 
venience of these submarine ships at the navy yard, and a 
charging station for the proper care and charging of the bat- 
teries of the submarines has also recently been added at 
Cavite. 

The dry season of Manila is all turned around this year. 
For in March, when hot and dry weather is expected, we en- 
joyed gentle showers and cool- cloudy days and nights, as if 
in September or July. 








SAN JUAN NOTES. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, May 2, 1909. 

The Infantry returned to San Juan on Tuesday from its 
twenty-one days’ practice march and has been busily engaged 
since its return cleaning up and preparing for the various 
school courses that will be taken up to-morrow. This, the 
first march to be participated in by the entire regiment, was 
the most satisfactory it has had. The itinerary covered the 
northern coast as far west as Arecibo, thence into the moun- 
tains of the interior and returning to San Juan through a sec- 
tion only recently opened to general travel, and which proved 
from a scenic point of view the most beautiful on the island. 
The command engaged in a problem of some kind every day, 
did enough night work to keep everybody in thorough trim, 
and made 225 miles in seventeen days of actual marching.

The command returned to its 
station in splendid condition and with no sick. On the second 
day out Governor Post joined, as Colonel Howze’s guest, for 
a as days, and on the return march again met the regiment 
near Aibonito, and rode with it to Bayamon. 

The entire post has been ordered turned out to-morrow to 
prepare an athletic field at the eastern end of the parade 
ground, under the direction of Major Morrow. A first-class 
baseball diamond will be laid out, the golf course rearranged, 
and the running track rebuilt. Incidentally such other 
changes as may be necessary to add to the appearance of the 
surroundings of the parade ground will be effected, and it is 
expected that the result will be a general improvement in the 
appearance of the post.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


According to a British Parliamentary paper just is- 
sued, the amount of money from public funds spent upon 
experiments in aerial navigation in Germany last year 
was £133,731, as compared with an army expenditure of 
£5,270 by Great Britain. In addition, £265,000 was pri- 
vately subscribed in Germany in connection with the 
National Zeppelin Fund. Of the sum of £183,731, 
£107,500 was the Home-office vote for the Zeppelin air- 
ship, and £26,231 was the amount expended on balloon 
battalion, pay, ete. Great Britain spent £3,290 on aero- 
planes and £1,980 on dirigible balloons. France spent 
£47,700, which was made up of £7,200, the ordinary ex- 
penditure for upkeep of ballooning establishments, train- 
ing of balloonists and experiments, £12,000 disbursed on 
extraordinary expenditure for new material and con- 
structions, and £28,500 for the upkeep of ballooning units, 
Austria-Hungary spent £5,500. 

A relay ride, in which 128 cyclists took part, for the 
purpose of carrying a military despatch from Adelaide to 
Sydney, a distance of 1,145 miles, was recently concluded 
in 69 hours 35 minutes. 

Fred T. Jane, author of “Fighting Ships,” says that 
in the matter of guarding official secrets, “they do things 
better in Japan, where no foreigner is allowed anywhere 
near any dockyard, fort, or arsenal on any pretext what- 
ever. So strict is this rule that when the other day 
the Vickers-Maxim steamer arrived there with subma- 
rines the crew had to leave and go to Yokohama, lest 
they should use their eyes at all in the dockyard at Yoko- 
suka.” 

A portable searchlight, to be carried by an infantry- 
man on his knapsack, is one of the latest additions to 
the equipment of the German army. It weighs, we are 
told by the London Military Mail, thirty-two pounds, and 
produces a beam of great intensity, owing to the small 
size and initial power of the flame. To attain this power 
it possesses storage cylinders of compressed oxy-acetylene 
gas. So far experiments have proved that this portable 
projector, through its extreme practicability, is invaluable 
on the march after darkness has set in. How many 
lights are carried by each battalion is not stated. 

Replying to the question in the Montreal Standard, 
“Should Canada offer a money contribution, a battleship, 
or allow things to remain as they are?” readers of that 
paper in a great majority of cases favored both a bat- 
tleship and a money grant to the cause of maintaining 
Great Britain’s two-power standard. 

We recently referred to an aerial torpedo invented by 
Professor Weichert at Goettingen. Krupps have an- 


nounced a contribution toward the cost of experiments 
with this new torpedo, which its inventor claims is 
capable of traveling 225 yards per second, or at the rate 
of over seven and a half miles a minute. Another 
model of an aerial torpedo, weighing approximately eighty 
pounds, has also been constructed, and has yielded suc- 
cessful results. These torpedoes, says the Berlin cor- 
respondent of the London Express, are driven by small 
electric motors. Apart from driving them at a high speed 
through the air, Professor Weichert is conducting a num- 
ber of experiments for the purpose of ascertaining how 
they can be steered, like submarine torpedoes, by electric 
waves. 

The question of a horse supply for the British army, 
which proved a serious problem during the Boer war, 
is an ever-present topic for official consideration. A 
British expert calls attention to an important factor in 
eausing this shortage, and that is, that a regulation of 
the War Office that horses shall not be bought under 
four years old furnishes an excellent chance for the 
Continental buyers, who are taking their pick of the 
British three-year olds and selling them to the German, 
the French and other armies. This expert says: “The 
German and French Governments realize the value of a 
‘plentiful supply. They have their own government 
breeding establishments and encourage horse breeding by 
subsidy. I believe France pays something like 300,000 
frances a year in this respect.” 

A new uniform, modeled after the German and “made 
in Germany,” is being supplied to the Mexican army. 
The new style is radically different from that now in 
use in the Mexican army. The present styles are mod- 
eled after the French standard. The appearance of the 
new dress is quite different, as all the officers wear breast- 
plates and helmets of bright, shining steel. A broad 
band goes across the breast from the right shoulder, and 
the sword will be suspended from a belt of like material 
at the waist. The helmet is surmounted by a handsome 
eagle in the approved Prussian style. The uniforms 
will be of widely different colors, depending on the regi- 
ments and commands of the officers. 

The French bridging engineers have adopted the auto- 
mobile-motorboat, which, it is reported, has proved itself 
of great value at the recent maneuvers at Avignon. Im- 
mediately on entering the water the wheels are put out 
of gear, and the screw propeller at once comes into 
operation. 

Ueberall states that Germany has seven docks capable 
of receiving the largest battleship or cruiser afloat. All of 
these docks are at German North Sea ports, except those 
at Kiel on the Kaiser Wilhelm canal. 

A carbine that carries 2,200 yards, 900 yards farther 
than its predecessor, has been issued to the German cav- 
alry. It is six inches longer and weighs a pound more, 
but the cartridges are rather lighter than those used 
hitherto-—the difference being about an ounce for every 
five cartridges. ‘The new carbine can carry a bayonet, 
the type known as 71-84 being used. The cartridges will 
be carried in small packets, in flat pockets attached 
either to the belt or to the breast. The carbine will be 
earried slung across the back, its length preventing it 
from being carried across the saddle bow. The saber 
bayonet will replace the cavalry saber in fighting on foot 
and the lance will remain as the only piece of cold steel 
carried by the German cavalry in fighting on horseback. 

An observation wagon is now supplied to every heavy 
battery of the German artillery corps. It is on the lim; 
her principle, drawn by four horses, and carries, in addi- 
tion to small stores, a telescopic ladder resting on the 
wagon body. On the topmost rung of the whole ladder 
a seat is placed with a table attachable by hooks. In the 
middle of the table is the socket for the telescope pillar. 
A bronze tube will transfer steel trunnions to take the 
telescope. 

The British Army Council have decided to retain the 
lance, not for ceremonia! purposes only, but also for use 
in war. 

The question of whether America is to be considered 
in the calculation of the two-power standard by Great 
Britain will come up for debate in the House of Com- 
mons on May 26. The Army and Navy Gazette says that 
for the present it is immaterial in point of numbers 
whether France or the United States is taken as the sec- 
ond Power, Germany being the other, but that much will 
depend upon the future program of France, and, more- 
over, there arises the question whether France can be 
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included with Germany as a foreseeable combination. 
On the whole, it seems likely that if the United States 
is not to be included, some new formula will be required, 
and the only one which at present offers is that of Mr. 
Stead—two keels for one against Germany. 

The recent addition to the British Navy of steam 
trawlers for the dredging up of mines, it is understood, 
is but a temporary makeshift, as the Admiralty contem- 
plate building vessels specially designed for this work. 
These ships will be of light draught, about the same 
speed as a scout, and fitted with a warp over a thousand 
feet long. 


That the British shipyards are capable of meeting all 
the demands that an enlarged British naval program 
may make upon them is evident from the fact that eight 
firms have submitted bids for the building of the two new 
Dreadnoughts to be laid down in July. 

Signalers in the British navy have now to pass the 
following tests: Large flag message, 150 letters in 6 min- 
utes; small flag, helio, lamp and sounder, 200 in 8 min- 
utes ; semaphore, 200 in 10 minutes. Map reading, minor 
repairing and focusing are likewise required. 

The building of $40,000,000 worth of ships for the 
new Spanish navy is of importance to England, for, as 
the contract will probably go to Vickers, the English 
firm, Great Britain will have an option on the entire 
new fleet until they are completed, and in case of war 
could pay the price and take possession. This option is 
held by Great Britain notwithstanding the fact that 
Vickers would carry out their contract in Spanish yards 
with Spanish workmen. Says the Tribune correspondent: 
“It is, moreover, understood that Great Britain is press- 
ing Portugal to execute an agreement entered into by 
the late King Carlos, whereby four large new berthing 
docks, capable of taking 24,000-ton ships, are to be 
constructed on the Tagus, opposite the site of the present 
arsenal. These docks are to be available for British 
ships in certain contingencies.” 

The British cruiser Boadicea, after completing her re- 
cent official steam trials, had to go into drydock to have 
her propelling and other machinery opened out for ex- 
amination and being completed for sea. It has been dis- 
covered that one section of blades on one of the two cruis- 
ing turbines with which the ship is equipped had some- 
FS raaad detached from the rotator in the course of 

e trials. 


With the completion of the trials of the Superb the 
whole of the second series of British Dreadnoughts will 
be finished and attached to the active fleet. It is just 
two and a half years since the first British Dreadnought 
was commissioned, and now Great Britain can count three 
such vessels, besides three cruiser-battleships of the In- 
domitable class.
